It’s an 
extremely convenient way of fitting extra memory, featuring a pass-through so that 
you can still use the edge connector, but it also seems likely to be very good 
value. Prices for various configurations are as follows: 1MB for £149, 2MB for 
£198, 4MB for £273 and the full 8MB for £348. We’ll review it next issue. 

The SupraModem 2400 Plus, meanwhile, is an advanced version of the 
2400 MNP reviewed in Issue 23, with the added extra of CCITT V.42 bis, the 
international standard for error-correction.

Massive Flicker Fixer price-cut 
makes Interlace usable 


When the Amiga was introduced it was considered to be jolly 
clever that it had a high-resolution mode at all, but anyone 
who’s ever tried it would agree that Interlace is at best a seri¬ 
ous pain in the butt and at worst totally unusable. All the 
advantages of high-resolution and the fine detail it can provide 
tend to be lost in a headache-inducing mess of flicker. 

The only way to cure the problem is to use a device called 
a Flicker Fixer, but these have been prohibitively expensive for 
the home user. Now Microway have slashed the price of their 
Flicker Fixer card from £325 right down to a mere £125, 
which puts it well within the reach of anyone who can already 
afford, say, a second drive. It not only cuts the flicker from 
Interlace, but it also removes intrusive scan lines from a 
lower-resolution display. 

The bad news is that the Flicker Fixer is a hard card that 
slots into an Amiga 1500 or 2000, so it’s no use to A500 own¬ 
ers - but it’s also a good reason for considering upgrading. 



Microway reckon the 
reason for the price 
cut is that volume 
sales have already 
enabled them to get 
cheaper supplies, but at 
this price sales can only go 
up further. Would that mean 
an even lower price? 

Incidentally, Interlace is basi 
cally exactly the same kind of signal 

that a TV uses, so we reckon there’s no reason why there 
shouldn’t be an add-on for the A500 that cuts Interlace flicker 
out and feeds the signal to a TV, to give you a high-quality 
telly display without all the usual TV modulator problems. 
Anyone working on it?

Double click on the 
Wordworth-lnstall icon, and the machine will 
start making a disk for you. 

Be prepared with the Workbench disk, the 
Extras disk and the Wordworth disk (making 
sure that they don't get muddled up). At first 
the computer asks for a different disk every 
five seconds, but after a dozen or so swaps it 
settles down... From start to finish the process 
should take about 15 minutes. 



The Wordworth help option brings up a list of 
64 different topics. 


STARTING OUT 

Once the install procedure has finished, reboot 
with the Wordworth disk (by pressing Ctrl and 
the two 'Amiga' keys either side of the space¬ 
bar). The demo will automatically load, and 
after the credits have finished you will be inside 
the Wordworth demo. 

There are six menus running across the 
top of the screen which can be seen by press¬ 
ing the right-hand mouse button. Moving the 
mouse pointer across the menu bar will pull 
down the menus. They are, from left to right, 
Project, Edit, Format, Document, Utilities (don’t 
use the Speech option as this will crash the 
machine, sorry) and Wordworth. 

Try typing a line, the first sentence that 
comes into your head. Then hold the left 
mouse button down and run the mouse pointer 
over the sentence highlighting it. Next, click on 
the type icon (the one with three T's on it), 
which will bring up a list of available fonts. 
Choose a font and a point size, select OK and 
there you have it - the sentence in the font of 
your choice. 

All the hidden features can be accessed 
simply by using the mouse (and the help but¬ 
ton). There are masses of features to explore 
such as picture merging; high-res graphics; 
palette selection and cut and paste, so just 
search and see.

DML 

A WARRINER PAL/NTSC 


Ever wanted to have a look around Inside your Amiga, to see just what 
it’s doing? DML is a memory viewer which lets you see the numbers 
stored in memory. Can’t see what the point is? Well, for a programmer 
it’s sometimes very useful to see just what is going on, but even if you’re 
not it can be an educational experience. 

To start the program going switch on your Amiga and insert the 
Workbench disk. Once Workbench has loaded, double click on the CLI or 
Shell icon. A prompt (>) will appear. Now type: 

DML 

Don’t forget to press the Return key. The grid of numbers that appears is 
the memory of the machine. Notice how some of the numbers change if 
you move the mouse - the mouse coordinates must be stored in that 
area of memory. 

To do more with DML, like looking at a different memory address, 
displaying the memory contents in text form (ASCII) and so on, there are 
a range of other commands. For instance try typing: 


DML -ma -w640 -xO -h200 -yO 

This will set up a full-size screen displaying data in ASCII (text) format. 

For more information on 
how to search memory for 
specific data (like a certain 
word or number), then read 
the documentation file on 
the Coverdisk. 

You will find it’s a very 
useful tool for program¬ 
mers, and quite a 
fascinating experience 
for the rest of us.

FAST_WINDOWS

For all those assembly artists out there here's a special utility that can 
save you time and effort. Fast_Windows allows you do design Intuition 
windows for use in your own work, and the program will automatically 
generate the source code for you. 

To start Fast.Windows, type this line in the CLI or Shell: 

Coverdisk_24:FastWindows 


All of the regular Intuition options are in there: the window name, 
Scrn pointer, Gdgt, Chck, GooBitmap, Scrntype and IDCMP gadgets. You 
can also set the size, MAX and MIN, and position of the window. Of 
course there’s a preview option (to let you see your latest creation). The 
generate option from the overhead menus will only create assembly 
source code - Rob needs more information before doing the C and Basic 
generation routines. 



Fast_Windows offers an easy-to-use interface, easily checked layout, 
and no typing in of lots of numbers before you can see the results. 
Bliss for machine coders everywhere 



Wouldn’t it be very handy if every time you inserted a disk into your 
drive, Workbench told you how much space was on it? 

This handy utility does a small but useful job. Every time you insert a 
disk, in any drive, it tells you how much free space there is on the disk 
and whether or not it’s write protected. 

It's fairly easy to get going. First, you have to copy the program onto 
your everyday Workbench disk (not the original, the backup that you actu¬ 
ally work with. You do work with a backup, don't you?). Switch on your 
machine, insert Workbench, and once it has loaded, double-click on its 
icon. Then double-click on the Shell or CLI icon and type: 


Copy from Coverdisk_24:DISKMAGIC to sys:c 

Have the Coverdisk handy so that the machine can copy the pro¬ 
gram onto your Workbench disk and expect a few disk swaps if you only 
have one drive. Once it has finished (another > prompt will appear) make 
sure the Workbench disk is back in the drive and type this: 

ed s/startup-sequence 

The dreaded startup-sequence will appear. Press the down cursor 
key until you see the command LoadWB. Press Return, and just above it 
type DISKMAGIC, so that the final few lines look like this: 

DISKMAGIC 

LoadWB 

Endcli 

Press Esc, then X then the Return key. You will go back to the CLI or 
Shell window. Type Endcli to get rid of this, and reboot (press CTRL and 
the two 'Amiga' keys either side of the space-bar simultaneously). Now 
Workbench will monitor how full your disks are whenever they are 
inserted into a drive. 


NOTEPADINSTALL 

ANTHONY SMITH PAL/NTSC 


If you want to use the Workbench Notepad program on a separate disk (to 
save you loading up Workbench each time) this script file will do the job 
for you. It’s easy to do, and will work on virtually any machine (1.2 or 1.3). 

To start with, you must make a blank disk (see the instructions in the 
Wordworth bit) but don’t bother renaming it. Then, load up Workbench, 
remembering to wait until the drive light has gone out before removing 
the disk. Insert the Coverdisk and double click on its icon. Click on the 
NotePadlnstall icon, and drag it to the RAM disk icon (if you prefer, you 
can double click on the RAM disk icon first, and then drag the NPI icon to 
the RAM disk window) 

Once the computer has finished copying the script into the memory, 
click on the box in the top left hand corner of each window to close it. 

Take out the Coverdisk (it’s icon will disappear) and put the Workbench 
disk back in the drive. Double click on the Workbench icon, and then 
open the Shell or CLI icon. A window with a prompt in it will appear. Type:

DISK PROBLEMS? 

If you have a problem with the disk - and you're sure the disk is in full working order - then you may 
need a little help. We cannot normally give out advice over the telephone - but if you are completely 
stuck, Pat McDonald may be able to deal with any problems you may encounter. Please understand, giv¬ 
ing this sort of advice is time-consuming and we are very busy people, so only call if you really have to 
and do be considerate if we can t talk to you just then. If the problem is particularly complex it is better to 
send it to us in written detail. It will then be dealt with in the Workbench pages of the magazine. 


1. Always write-protect your disk. Move the tab so a hole is showing. 

2. Copy the Coverdisk and use the copy not the original. Instructions 
for copying the disk are given below. 

3. Read the instructions when using the programs. 

BACKING UP YOUR DISK 

It's worthwhile using a copy of the Coverdisk - indeed any disk - and keeping the original safe. This may sound 
like a complicated task suitable for techno-buffs only, but it is surprisingly simple, provided you follow these 
instructions carefully: 

After the computer 
has read part of the 
Coverdisk, it will again 
display a requester 
box asking for the des¬ 
tination disk to be put 
into dfO. Put in the disk 
that you want the 
Coverdisk copied to. 

This procedure of swapping disks will continue until all the 
disk has been duplicated. 



^ First turn on your 
machine and load the 
Workbench (one of 
the disks everyone 
gets with their Amiga). 
Once the Workbench 
screen appears and 
the drive light goes 
out, remove your 
Workbench disk and insert the Coverdisk. Once the drive 
light has gone out your screen should look like the above. 



DISK NOT WORKING? 

We duplicate over 150,000 disks 
every month. Out of all those, obvi¬ 
ously a few will be faulty. If the disk 
or any of the programs will not load 
or run properly, there may be a prob¬ 
lem.

First try using the Disk Doctor 
utility on your Workbench disk to res¬ 
cue it before sending it off for a 
replacement.

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The Objective 

There are 10,000 Archipelagos, 
each with its own controlling 
obelisk. In order to free the land 
from the Visitor’s power you have 
to destroy the obelisk on each 
Archipelago in turn. As you might 
expect, it’s not simply a question 
of running up to the Obelisk and 
destroying it - you simply don't 
have the strength. To gain the 
necessary power, you must first 
locate all the stone bodies of the 


Ancients scattered around each 
archipelago and absorb their 
energy. You can only absorb a 
stone's energy if there is a contin¬ 
uous land path between the stone 
and the obelisk. This doesn’t mat¬ 
ter on the early levels (the stones 
are on the same island as the 
obelisk), but eventually you have 
to start building bridges between 
islands in order to destroy stones. 

Once you have absorbed the 
last stone, you have 90 seconds 
to get back to the obelisk and 
destroy it to clear the archipelago. 
If you don’t make it in 90 seconds, 
then the obelisk destroys you and 
it's game over. 

The mouse controls 

On the screen you’ll see a cross¬ 
hair mouse pointer that you can 
move over the land squares near¬ 
est to you. Pressing the left button 
while the cursor is over an empty 
(always green) land square will 
move you to that square. Moving 
the cross-hair to the left or right 
edge of the screen makes you 
rotate gently on the spot. If you 
click on the right button before 
moving the mouse, the cross-hair 
will disappear and you will spin 
quickly. Clicking it again will get 
the cross hair back and return you 
to the more sedate rotation speed 

If you place the cross-hair on 
a square containing an egg or 
stone, rather than moving on to 
that square, you will destroy the 
object it contains and absorb its 
energy. Your energy level is dis¬ 
played in a bar just below the 
playing screen and will increase as 
you absorb energy. 

Beware of getting too close to 
objects. In Archipelagos, you float 
a metre or so above the land¬ 
scape - a disembodied spirit, as it 
were. This means that you can’t 
see objects that are very close to 
you. So don’t move right up to an

object, just get close enough so 
that the cross-hair can reach the 
square that the object rests on. 

Unnatural hazards 

Unfortunately, you do not have 
free reign over your domination 
and can only move from green 
square to green square. The blue 
squares (sea), the yellow squares 
(sand) and the red squares 
(infected with the blood of the 
Ancients) are all closed to you. To 


Once you get to Archipelago 13, 
things start to get really tough. 
Here the necromancers appear - 
vindictive spirits - who seek to 
destroy the Archipelagos. They 
roam around the shores of the 
islands, gradually turning them 
into sand and finally sea - you can 
guess what happens if you're too 
close when this takes place. 

The most dramatic enemies 
are the blood eggs that start 
appearing from Archipelago 20.

complicate things further, the 
squares can change state and if 
you are on a square when this 
happens, you die. 

From the start, the arboreal 
(tree-like) trees try to make life 
tough. They grow and wither regu¬ 
larly through the game, but every 
time they shrivel into the ground 
they move towards your current 
position. The further away you 
are, the greater the distance they 
move. Worse, as they move, they 
spread the blood of the Ancients, 
staining the earth red - which is 
particularly bad news if it happens 
to a square you’re standing on. 


These are not your average 
three-minutes-to-soft boiled eggs 
encountered from level one. When 
a blood egg is cooked it lets you 
know about it: the sky darkens 
and a bolt of lightning rips down 
from the sky piercing the egg. 
When this happens either they 
stain all the land they can reach 
with the blood of the ancients, or 
they sink the whole island beneath 
the waves. Watch out for them: a 
tide of red or blue sweeping 
towards you is not good news. 

And as if this wasn't enough, 
on Archipelago 25, the lost souls 
put in an appearance. These

CREDIT WHERE IT S DUE 

Archipelagos has an unusual history. Originally 
developed by Paul Carruthers for Astral Software, it 
was produced and distributed by Logotron. When 
US Gold bought Logotron, naturally they got 
Archipelagos too. 

Since then rights to the game have been sold 
to Prism, who are producing a new £2.99 range of 
Amiga budget games (see News, Page 10). It seems 
Prism will be putting out other, older games of this 
standard at their low price, so their range will be 
well worth keeping an eye on. 

Other people who worked on the program are: 
David Whittaker, who created the atmospheric 
sound track; Herbert Wright, who wrote the legend;

! ound about now, all over the 
country people are making 
up their minds about the 
CDTV, trying to work out what it can 
do and decide whether or not it is 
going to succeed. Software compa¬ 
nies are deciding whether to produce 
stuff to play on it, shops are deciding 
whether they should stock it, but 
above all, people like you and me - 
‘the consumers' - are deciding 
whether or not to buy it. 

What this article intends to do is 
to help all these people decide. Now 
obviously we don't have any kind of 
crystal ball to peer into, so we make 
no promises. But we hope to point 
out a few of the things that people 
have missed in all the excitement of 
the CDTV’s announcement and all the 
Commodore-bashing that has gone 
on since. 

Make no mistake about it, the 
CDTV is actually a brilliant combina¬ 
tion of three major steps forward for 
computers. The first is the CD-ROM 
drive: the second is the arrival of mul¬ 
timedia: the third is the computer that 
doesn’t look like a computer. Let's 
keep things simple and take the first 
of these first... 


Shiny, silvery things? 

It's safe to say that if Commodore 
had simply produced a CD-ROM drive 
for the Amiga, the entertainment soft¬ 
ware industry would have wet its 
pants in delight. For a long time now, 
the big boys have been gearing up 
for the arrival of CDs as a storage 
medium for computer games. 

Way back in 1988, the President 
of Spectrum Holobyte, Phil Adams, 
was already talking in these terms: “In 
a few years' time, there will be a 
massive shakeout in the industry. 
Costs will rocket, games will become 
multi-million dollar productions”. Why? 
Well, most of all a little, shiny, silvery 
thing called a Compact Disc. 

Music CDs already outsell vinyl 
albums, so they are common and 
cheap. Music is stored on CD as 
digital data, in exactly the same way 
that digital data is stored on a mag¬ 
netic floppy disk. The difference is, a 
CD can hold 550Mb compared with 
the floppy’s humble 880Kb, which 
means a compact disc can hold the 
equivalent of 625 normal floppy 
disks. That's going some. 

To realise what this 
means, you have to compare 
two opposite ends of the 
game spectrum. Take as 
Exhibit A the game Vaxine, 
from this month’s Coverdisk. 

The whole thing takes up no 
more than 350Kb of disk 
space, loads straight into the 
memory and that's it: there’s 
your game. Very clever. 

Now take as Exhibit B the star of 
this month’s Gamebusters, The 
Secret of Monkey Island. Currently, it

comes on two disks: and that's not a 
question of sloppy programming. The 
system that controls the game is 
fairly small, but it loads new, colourful 
graphics with every location you 
move to, and all those graphics just 
eat up space. 

Imagine if Monkey Island had digi¬ 
tised scenes in 4,000 colours instead 
of simple graphics: imagine if it had 
full animation sequences shot in the 
same way as a film, plus a specially- 
written stereo audio soundtrack, just 
like a movie, and sampled speech 
instead of words on the screen. It 
would be something else... 


Now, just think why companies like 
Lucasfilm are in computer games. It’s 
simply not what they do best: 
Lucasfilm are better known for, obvi¬ 
ously, films like Star Wars. They are 
waiting for the time when making a 
computer game will be like shooting a 
movie: except, perhaps, that they will 
particularly open to the ramapnt use 
of special effects. 

Another example is Cinemaware, 
whose President Bob Jacob put it this 
way two years ago: “We’re using 
home computers as a training 
ground, developing and refining the 
methodology for interactive games.” 
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Currently, there's no real money in 
computer games: we're waiting for 
the time when there’s a true mass 
market like the one for videos or 
films. And CD-ROM could make that 
possible. The CDTV is the first viable 
home CD-ROM system: a CD-ROM 
drive for the PC Engine games con¬ 
sole, launched way back in April 
1989, never quite made it and CD- 
ROM systems for the Apple and IBM 
PC business computers have never 
made it into the home. Commodore 
have got there first. 

Multi what? 

The second big first for CDTV is the 
concept of ‘multimedia'. This peculiar 
little word is a real buzzword for the 
90s, but it actually covers quite a 
simple concept. Essentially, the idea 
is that a good computer system is 
capable of presenting its information 
in any way it chooses: text, graphics, 
animation or sound. 

Intrinsically linked with this is the 
idea of information structures. A film 
or a TV news report, for instance, is a 
linear structure: the pictures and the 
sound are thrown at you in order and 
you just sit there and take it. When 
you add in the interactive angle, you 
can have a structure that allows the 
user to choose where to go and what 
to see next. 

If games are the movies of the 
interactive world, multimedia titles are 
the books. Typical examples are 
works of reference, like Atlases: you 
could start off with a globe on-screen 
which you could spin around under 
your control, then select an area to 
zoom in on, accompanied by a hi-fi 
soundtrack perhaps. 

You could click on a country to 
bring up a map of it, then choose to 
find out more about the climate, geol¬ 
ogy, history or whatever by clicking 
on an icon. Information could then be 
presented to you as charts, pho¬ 
tographs, film footage or illustrations 
accompanied by a narrator's voice. 

If it's done right, it could be 
incredibly easy to use as well as a 
very satisfying and enjoyable way to 
get information. It would be perfect 
for education and for training in a 
commercial environment, and it could 
also be big for what's called ‘Point of 
Sale' systems, which is likely to be 
most people's first encounter with 
multimedia. Within the next year or 
so, you’re going to find yourself using 
a point of sale system to look up 
what's available in a shop on a multi- 
media catalogue, complete with 
pictures and descriptions from a nar¬ 
rator. Places like museums and art 
galleries are going to love systems 
like this too. 

“Books were really great in their 
day," stated Commodore's chairman, 
Irving Gould, when the CDTV was first 
announced, “but books right now 
don't cut it. They're obsolete". Now 



The CD drive is an off-the-shelf Philips/Sony unit 
running the ISO 9660 standard (this year’s “stan¬ 
dard most likely to succeed”, which should ensure 
compatibility with most CD-ROM software). Data 
loads in from the CD very rapidly, at roughly twice 
the speed of the average hard drive.

’because it doesn’t have a tail’) and this two-way joystick and 
trackball attachment. The ordinary remote control pad has 
proved less than satisfactory for playing games with, because 
it’s too slow and erratic, so this one plugs in with a wire. 
Official CDTV external floppy disk drives and even printers 
should be available eventually. Prices are not as yet known.

Black magic 

The third ace up the sleeve of the 
CDTV is that it is a computer, but not 
a computer. The importance of this 
should not be underestimated: we 
might be used to computers, even 
love them, but the majority of people 
aren't keen. Even though computers 
are increasingly becoming an every¬ 
day tool for anyone who works in an 
office, people still don't like the 
things: they're associated either with 
word processing, or with program¬ 
ming and an endless nightmare taie 
of technical jargon and incomprehen¬ 
sible problems. Anyone who owns an 
Amiga must be able to sympathise. 

On the other hand, people quite 
like the things that computers can do, 
even if it’s just games. You should 
see my Dad playing Killer Gorilla on a 


The CDTV will be supplied with a Welcome disc 
that shows you round the system, thereby replac¬ 
ing the manual, and two titles; the game Lemmings 
from Psygnosis and the CDTV interactive version 
of Hutchinsons Encyclopaedia.

When no boot disk (CD or floppy) is provided the 
system rests on the CD player mode: the screen 
that controls CD playing is loaded automatically 
from the ROM. It’s not a CD player for the hi-fi buff, 
but it’s perfectly adequate. It will also play CD+G 
(CD and Graphics) discs. 


The system also features a 2K non-volatile RAM for 
the clock and Preferences. Details such as screen 
centering, time and date can be set by selecting the 
Preferences screen in the rest mode when no boot 
disk has been inserted.

• This flap in the front gives 
access to the place where you 
plug in a ‘smart card’. The smart 
card could be ROM or RAM and 
will hold anything from 64Kb to 
512Kb of data, so it can be used 
for saved game positions and 
more besides. It seems that 
smart cards will be available as 
an accessory at extra cost and 
will be able to store your current 
position in any application, but it 
may make more sense for them 
to be supplied with any titles 
that need them. 


• The CD is inserted in a plastic tray 
called a ‘caddy’. One of these comes 
with the CDTV and can be opened to 
put any music CD or CDTV title in.

BBC! For years, the European com¬ 
puter manufacturers and software 
houses have looked jealously towards 
Japan, where a games console sits 
alongside the video, telly and hi-fi in 
every living room. Sooner or later, 
someone is going to make that kind 
of break in the UK: and a lot of com- 
petitiors will be trampled in the rush. 
Will Commodore get there? 

Commodore's whole marketing 
strategy for the CDTV is based on the 
very careful blurring of the fact that it 
is, essentially, a computer product. 
The name betrays the aim: the initials 
CDTV may stand for Commodore 
Dynamic Total Vision, but that's 
clearly a totally meaningless and 
unimportant phrase selected only to 
justify the initials. The name links two 
familiar living-room concepts, the TV 
and the CD player, in an attempt to 
“bring the computer out of the bed¬ 
room and into the living-room” 
(Commodore’s words). 

At the UK launch of the machine, 
the CDTV was being described as “a 
new kind of television”. When it 
reaches the shops, Commodore are 


WHY YOU WILL MAKE OR BREAK THE CDTV 

You are very important to Commodore. You could decide the future of the CDTV. Why? Well, it’s a 
simple enough story. 

There are already more than half a million Amiga owners in the UK and by early next year, there 
could be as many as 700,000. Very soon, Commodore will be launching a CD-ROM drive as an add-on 
for the Amiga: they say September, so it might be with us before Christmas. 

If they can price it right and convince a good proportion of Amiga owners to buy a CD-ROM drive, it 
gives them an instant market for CDTV software. This instantly makes it worthwhile for software houses 
to spend money developing the titles, secure in the knowledge that 
somebody will buy them. An added bonus is that you people are used 
to paying £25 or £30 for a game (CD-based titles won’t generally be any 
more expensive than yer normal floppy disk stuff) whereas the general 
public pays about a tenner for a video or a music CD. 

The only figures Commodore have for how many Amiga 
owners will buy a CD-ROM drive are from the results of the survey in 
Issue 16 of Amiga Format You, our readers, are already making 
Commodore’s policy for them worldwide, including setting the price of 
the CD-ROM drive. 

So what are the figures? Well, when asked “Would you like 
to upgrade your Amiga system to run CDTV software?” 98% of you 
said Yes. That’s well in excess of 100,000 potential CD-ROM buyers, 
even if you only take Amiga Format readers: if you extrapolate that to 
all the Amiga owners in the UK, it could be five times that. Now listen 
up: by contrast, Commodore UK are only expecting to sell 80-90,000 
CDTVs in its first year! 

When asked how much you would be prepared to pay to upgrade your Amiga, 50% of you said £300 or 
more and 38% said about £200, so you should expect Commodore to be aiming for about £250. 

So remember: the future of CDTV depends on you, the Amiga Format reader. All you have to do 
now is decide whether or not the software is worth the extra £250. 
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Getting to grips 

with CDTV 


Intro screen 


the first CD most people are 
likely to put in their machine is 
the Welcome disc. This is a 
multimedia tutorial narrated by 
an American man and woman, 
showing you how to use the 
CDTV and including a kind of 
catalogue of the first CDTV 
titles that will be on sale. Its 
only real flaw is that it shows 
you in great detail how to plug 
in your machine and load a 
disc: but you couldn’t be learn¬ 
ing that from this disc unless 
you’d done it already... 


This screen is the equivalent of the ‘hand holding 
a disk’ screen of the Amiga: it appears when you 
switch on and means you’re ready to load a CD. 

If you don’t put a disc in and you press one of the 
‘select’ buttons on the controller (Button A or 
Button B) the Preferences screen appears. If you 
put a music CD in the caddy, pop it in the front 
and press the CD/TV button on the controller, the 
CD Player screen will come up.

specifying to chain stores like Dixon’s 
that the CDTV must not be displayed 
too near the computers, so that 
nobody thinks it is one, and dealers 
will be obliged to carry at least 20 
non-game titles, so nobody begins to 
think it’s a fancy games console. It's 
a marketing scam, yes: but it could 
well work. 

And there's a lot of other people 
out there who’d like to see some kind 
of computer sneaked into the living 
room, too. One example is British 
Telecom, who currently are obliged to 
deliver huge, bulky telephone directo¬ 
ries to millions of homes. Already 
they produce a national phone direc¬ 
tory on CD-ROM for businesses: 
imagine how pleased they’d be to 
deliver you a sleek little CD every 
year instead of a whacking great 
book. And now that they are charging 
for Directory Enquiries calls, imagine 
how many people would pay extra for 
a complete nationwide set of phone 
directory CDs which would still only 
take up a few inches of shelf space. 

But this is a minor item com¬ 
pared to what could happen if home 
shopping takes off. Once a computer 
really does sneak into the living room, 
it’s the ideal platform for the long- 
awaited home shopping revolution. A 
catalogue appears through the post 
on CD, you browse through the 
pitcures and listen to the descrip¬ 
tions, the software allows you to 
simply click on an item to order and 
the order is delivered to the firm’s 
computer via another small, black 
box, a modem, plugged into the 
phone line. It will happen: it's just a 
question of when and using what 
hardware. Will it be CDTV? 

Oh... the problems! 

The CDTV has appeared from 
nowhere, using existing technology to 
steal the scene in these three incredi¬ 
bly important areas. But just because 
it's there first, grabbing the glory, 
doesn’t mean it's bound to succeed. 

There are problems. Most of 
these stem from the very fact that 
Commodore has jumped in ahead of 
its potential competition and is using 
an existing Amiga-based technology. 

If the CDTV is really going to be 
an interactive video machine, with 
interactive games produced using 
film techniques, then people are 
going to expect ‘full-motion video’ 
(FMV), pictures that move in a televi¬ 
sion style and occupy the whole 
screen. Currently, the CDTV can't do 
this. The Amiga-based system just 
can’t load graphics data quickly 
enough direct from CD to display, so 
it is limited by what it can throw into 
memory at one go, which is 1Mb 
tops. After that, it has to pause and 
load again. 

Commodore reckon it doesn’t 
matter, for three reasons: one, you 
don't really need FMV: two, you can

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easily do partial-screen full-motion 
stuff if you use good data compres¬ 
sion and decompression techniques: 
three, the standard chips to make 
FMV possible are on the way very 
soon and can be incorporated into 
CDTV easily. 

They’ve already demonstrated a 
very convincing partial-screen full- 
motion sample called CDXL, and say 
“Commodore plans to make the 
CDTV player compatible with the 
Moving Picture Expert Group (MPEG) 
full-screen full-motion standard, once 
it is established and available.” Don't 
hold your breath. Does it matter? 
Well, like so many other things, we 
believe it will only become apparent 
when CDTV titles start appearing... 

In the meantime, Commodore 
are worrying about the competition, 
and in particular a thing called CDI. 
Developed by a cartel of big-name 
electronics firms including Philips, 
Sony and Matsushita, CDI is a dedi¬ 
cated multimedia system. It’s had 
millions upon millions poured into its 
development and it is expected to be 
out soon. As the battle for home mul¬ 
timedia players begins, people are 
already making comparisons with the 
VHS/Betamax storm that followed 
when videos first aoppeared. 

Will CDI be better than CDTV? 
Well, to be honest, we don't yet 
know. CDI will have better graphics: 
the Amiga's 32 colours are, I'm sorry 
to say, beginning to look a bit dated. 
CDI might have FMV. But there are 
signs that Philips' system may not 
even be sold as an affordable home 
machine: they might sell it for use by 
big companies. Several people in 
positions to know have told me that 
CDI has nothing over CDTV: others 
say that it won’t ever even appear. 

The VHS/Betamax comparison is 
being made by a lot of people, but 
their conclusions are interesting for 
CDTV. Everyone seems to agree that 
Betamax was the better system, but 
it was VHS that won out. Why? Well, 
the accepted wisdom seems to be 
that VHS succeeded because it was 
available in the hire shops. You can 
expect to see CDTV, and the com¬ 
pact discs for it, available for rental 
very soon. 


Do we care? 

So, why should an Amiga owner care 
about the CDTV? Well, you’ve got two 
choices. One: you might want to 
swap your Amiga for a CDTV. Two: 
when the add-on CD-ROM drive 
appears for the Amiga, you’ll be 
faced with a choice of whether to buy 
one for the asking price of about 
£250. That’s a lot of money to justify. 

The only thing that will really 
swing your decision will be the quality 
of the CDTV software, which the rest 
of this feature examines. Remember: 
it could be you, the Amiga owner, 
who decides the future of CDTV. 


Talking 

D iscs for the CDTV are to be 
known as “titles” rather than 
“software”, although in 
theory anything you play on another 
machine, whether it be a music CD or 
a videotape, qualifies as software. 
Many of the titles appear under the 
name “CDTV Publishing”, which basi¬ 
cally means Commodore themselves 
are publishing them. 

Currently, CDTV titles are broken 
down into five basic categories, each 
of which is identified by a logo which 
will appear on the box or case that it 
comes in. The categories are: 



In actual fact, no matter what cate¬ 
gory they are placed in, the majority 
of CDTV products so far announced

fall into one of three categories: 
games, music and books. So these 
are the categories we’ll look at. 

The last thing to say before we 
take a look in greater detail is that 
although the machine went on sale 
several weeks ago, there is currently 
only a handful of titles available - and 
none actually in the shops. 

If you had bought a CDTV at the 
end of May, expecting to get the 
bundled titles Lemmings and 
Hutchinson's Encyclopaedia free with 
it, you’d be disappointed. As we go to 
press, these titles are not even fin¬ 
ished: early purchasers of CDTV will 
find a card in the box which they must 
fill in and send back to get their two 
free titles, when they are ready. 

We were hoping, and expecting, 
that because this feature was being 
written after the CDTV went on sale, 
we'd be able to do intensive hands-on 
tests of all of the first twenty or so 
titles. In fact, all that is ready is 
Fun School 3 from Database, plus 
On-Line’s Psycho Killer and Women in 
Motion. Those nice people at Digita 
sent us their only test copy of 
Dr Wellman. And that's yer lot. 

So if you’d just bought a CDTV, 
what would you be able to do with it? 
Play the Welcome disc and music 
CDs. Wow. But no real CDTV titles. 
Best 600 quid you ever spent?

T he most understocked of the 
CDTV categories so far is 
Music. The Music section of 
the Welcome disc mentions music 
CDs, CD + Graphics discs and has 
one other product in: Music Maker. 
The latter is a simple music tutor 
which allows you to pick an instru¬ 
ment and play along to a sequence, 
with skill levels from single-key play 
for beginners up. Unfortunately, they 
have failed to make it clear what you 
will play along from: not the remote 
control pad, surely?

We've also just heard of another immi¬ 
nent music title called CD Remix from 
Microdeal, which sounds pretty good:

The idea 
sounds really quite exciting and the 
title is out very soon. 

For music buffs, the big interest 
in CDTV will derive from the fact that 
it contains a built-in MIDI interface, 
though it only has In and Out ports, 
no Thru. As more and more record 
companies start putting MIDI code on 
ordinary music CDs, this becomes an 
excellent possibility, before long, you 
may be able to boot up Music-X from 
an external floppy and download 
Madonna’s own studio sequences, to 
tinker with at will. And it brings the 
idea of connecting a synth to the 
CDTV for your very own home 
Karaoke evenings that frightening 
step closer... 
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Books 

without paper 


T his is, at the same time, the 
greatest area of potential for 
CDTV and also possibly the 
most pointless exercise you could 
think of. Take, for example, the World 
Vista Atlas, one of the CDTV titles of 
which Commodore are currently most 
proud and which I have used. 

It allows you to pick an area of 
the world, zoom in on a detailed map 
and find out all about the country 
you're looking at: its flag, its popula¬ 
tion figures and so on. But why do 
people buy an atlas? Well, if you ask 
me it's because they like having a 
whacking great pretty book lying 
around, and they very seldom use it 
for anything more than looking at the 
colourful maps. Digitised maps on a 
TV screen aren’t half so attractive and 
if you want to look up a particular 
town in Austria, the CDTV atlas isn’t 
actually half as easy to use. 

Digita's Dr Wellman, Family 
Health Adviser is a step closer to 
what the multimedia book ought to be 
about. The narrated soundtrack is CD 
audio, not a sample, it's done by a 
professional reader and it sounds 
very good. But Digita themselves 
admitted that they could have made 
the graphics more attractive and it 
can still be tricky trying to find out 
about a particular topic. 

For instance, key words are high¬ 
lighted and you can ask for an 
explanation at any time. Great, that’s 
really handy. One up for Dr Wellman. 
But we decided to look up a particular 
common aliment. First you have to 
guess which section it might be in, 
then you have to try to find it 
amongst the different categories. And 
it just wasn’t there. 


CDTV reference books, it seems to 
me, will only really become useful 
when they are developed by a combi¬ 
nation of two types of people. One, 
the people who would research and 
write a book in the first place: and 
two, the multimedia experts (and 
they’re a growing breed) who really 
know the nuts and bolts of how you 
can present information to people so 
that they can find out what they want 
to know: truly become active rather 
than passive users. 

There are other kinds of books 
on CDTV, and some of the kids’ story¬ 
books and the animated cartoon 
novels have great potential. The best 
CDTV title we’ve seen to date is 
A Bun for Barney, an explorative 
story-book for kids narrated by Tom 
Baker. The world it creates through 
the use of sound and pictures is quite 
delightful and it's developed by an 
arm on the BBC. Look out for it.

CDTV REVEALED 



I Games 

Without Frontiers? 


they tried simply running the Amiga 
version and found a problem. 
“Anything that asks for keyboard 
interrupts won't work on CDTV” say 
the Assemblies, “because there isn’t 
a keyboard.” So CDTV versions often 
have to be reprogrammed at some 
level or another. 

So, what about those interactive 
movies? Well, the only team currently 
exploring this exciting area is On-Line, 
once known as CRL. Theirs will be the 
only CDTV titles in the first batch of 
releases that fit this description. 
Thanks to much foresight, they have 
an Amiga-based development system 
that allows them to knock out interac¬ 
tive movies with the greatest of ease. 

The system, once called DUNE, 
now referred to as Desktop Video and 
used for the Amiga game Herewith 
the Clues , is incredibly simple to use. 
It involves an Amiga, a hard drive and 
an optical drive to store all that data 
on. All you have to do is create your 
graphics and sound and then put 
them together. 

The key is that any picture can 
have ‘buttons' defined on it, so that 
when you click on it something is trig¬ 
gered: so you can move from one 
scene to another, look closely at an 
object or whatever. It takes no real 
computer knowledge to create a 
game this way, leaving all the creative 
stuff to creative people: writers, 
artists, cameramen, musicians. 

So far, On-Line's CDTV games 
are a little like home movies. But 
using the very same system, you 
could easily create multi-million pound 
productions: it’s just a question of 
commitment. On-Line's Psycho Killer 
is frankly a bit naff, but it’s the poten¬ 
tial it demonstrates that is important. 

So how long do we have to wait 
for interactive movies? Well, I don’t 
reckon any of the current games 
except the On-Line efforts get even 
close: but even now, Lucasfilm are 
working on The Secret of Monkey 
Island 2 for the CDTV. It could be the 
best thing to happen to the Amiga. 


Psycho Killer from On-Line: it’s a bit of a home movie, but 
it’s the closest thing to the interactive movie yet. You click 
on on-screen options to guide yourself through the game. 


W e’ve already established 
(you have read the rest 
of this feature, haven’t 
you?) that the CDTV game could be 
right there at the forefront of the 
“game as interactive movie” ideal. 
Well, has it happened? Sadly, it 
seems not. Not yet, at least. 

The first CDTV games are likely 
to be enhanced Amiga ports: the next 
CDTV games could just be straightfor¬ 
ward, unenhanced Amiga ports. 
Before the software houses are will¬ 
ing to pour the kind of investment in 
that a 550Mb game would take, they 
have to be sure that it will sell in suffi¬ 
cient quantities. Even those that 
support the new machine, as Henri 
Coron of Infogrames explained to us, 
will adapt Amiga games at first and 
hope the whole thing really takes off 
with increasing sales and the advent 
of the CD-ROM drive for the Amiga. If 
they could be sure of selling 100,000 
unpiratable CDs, they'd be safe. 

In the meantime, you can expect 
Amiga ports with enhanced CD audio, 
like the excellent studio-recorded 
music on the CDTV Sim City or the 
Bomb the Bass remix on the CDTV 
Xenon II. Apart from that, don’t 
expect much. But then, as an Amiga 
owner you’re used to paying £30 for 
a game with less, so why not? 

Incidentally, you won’t necessarily 
be able to plug a disk drive into the 
CDTV and play Amiga versions of 
games on it. We tried PGA Tour Golf 
and it worked, for instance, but when 
the Assembly Line converted Xenon II

BIRDS OF PREY 

Publisher = Electronic Arts Release = Summer 1991 




The biggest ‘Bird’ on offer is the B-52 Bomber, slow but effective.

B irds of Prey has been in the pipeline for a 
long time, like four years worth of a long 
time. The game is the baby, well toddler, of the 
Argonauts, the coding crew who brought the 
world Stargliders I and II. Their initial aim was to 
create a single-plane flight simulation called 
Hawk, ostensibly based on the same 3D system 
as Starglider II. After four years of coding, 
though, the result is a very big and different 
game. A game that has outgrown the Starglider 
code and has evolved away from the Hawk con¬ 
cept and become Birds of Prey. 

Soon after work began, the Hawk design 
underwent two radical alterations. It changed 
from a single-plane game to a multi-craft simula¬ 
tion which, in turn, forced a total redesign of the 
3D system. The new system was built to simu¬ 
late a complete world and it paid particular 
attention to the forces that actively affect flight. 
The Argonauts' logic argued that if a realistic (in 
physics terms) environment was created, then 
any accurate computer models of planes (in 
terms of flight dynamics) introduced into it 
would fly. Designing and programming such an 
accurate environment took time but it meant 
that in Birds of Prey, a plane's flight characteris¬ 
tics evolved and did not need rigid definition in 
the main program. 

Judgements regarding the integrity of the 
Argonauts 3D system can only be made when 


the game is complete. Birds of Prey's graphics 
however, produce instant praise. Even the best 
3D worlds look unnatural due to their depen¬ 
dence on polygon building blocks, but Birds of 
Prey offsets this handicap by introducing light- 
source shading and curves to the game. A 
'solar' lightsource within the Birds of Prey world 
means that everything casts a shadow. The 
shape of this shadow is directly dependent upon 
its relative position to the 'sun', so any move¬ 
ment or change of position causes different 
areas to become shaded. The overall effect is 
subtle, implying greater depth than is normally 
found in such a 'flat' world. 

Golden breakthrough 

The Argonauts also managed to crack the prob¬ 
lem of using curves in a polygon environment. In 
a world of straight lines, smooth curves do not 
add up and the algorithm that permits them was 
one of the final coding breakthroughs. When 
these have been fully implemented within the 
game, it should mean that the planes in Birds of 
Prey, look more like their real world counter¬ 
parts than in any sim to date. 

All the planes in the world are of course use¬ 
less however, if there is no game to back them 
up. Birds of Prey paints a broad air-war picture, 
with players flying missions in support of allies 
on land, air and sea. Each side has a full range 


of either Western or Eastern Bloc planes, 
thereby guaranteeing the widest possible range 
of hardware and missions. As a stop-gap pilot in 
this air-war scenario, players will not only have 
to fly intercept missions, but supply drops, car¬ 
pet-bombing raids and test flights too. In all, 12 
different genre of mission are offered along with 
40 different aircraft. 

Birds of Prey has been a long time in the 
making. But it promises more than any simula¬ 
tion to date in virtually every department: with 
more planes, more mission styles and more 
realistic graphics - if it all comes together. With 
countless years spent in development and the 
dogged determination to see grand ideas come 
to fruit, it deserves success. The testing time 
will be this August.

T he first temptation of coders is to tweak, 
especially when they're trying to upgrade an 
8-bit classic to Amiga standards. Obviously, the 
graphics and sound of a great Speccy game 
need an overhaul, but the one thing that has to 
remain unchanged is the gameplay. Good game- 
play isn't machine dependent and conversions 
can be disastrous if the ‘soul’ of a game is 
altered. This dilemma has been faced by 
System 3’s programmers, as they work to turn 
the 8-bit hit, Myth, into a 1991 Amiga legend. 


The major change the coders have had to 
contend with involves the central character. 
Myth, in its original Speccy form, sent an all- 
American boy on a rampage through four 
historical time zones, on the loose pretext that 
he was a legends buff. 16-bit Myth loses this 
cute edge and turns the hero into a Conan-style 
warrior. This allows true close-combat, an ele¬ 
ment which was somewhat lacking in the 8-bit 
incarnation where the hero was restricted to just 
a single punch. 


Huge enemies are another new feature added to the Myth formula. The huge blue devil looms 
slowly from the firey pit to release a horde of demons to do his dirty work on level one. 
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MYTHICAL AWARDS 

Myth was a game that caught the imagina¬ 
tion of both the public and press, winning 
major awards and accolades all over 
Europe. In 1989 it won the Best Original 8- 
bit Game and Best 8-bit Graphics titles at 
the annual Industry Dinner - the Press and 
Publisher bash held to salute the year’s 
best software. In Spring 1990 it was 
awarded Best 8-bit Game, Graphics and 
Animation prizes at the Computer Arena, 
the meeting of the games' industry distribu¬ 
tors, publishers etc. What’s more Myth 
came top in reader polls of both German 
and French magazines for the C64 version 
and won 'Format Gold’-style awards from 
10 different 8-bit titles. 


Legend 

Myth involves leaping around various 
legendary hot spots - like Hades - collecting 
and using objects in time-honoured platform 
fashion. It isn’t innovation that makes Myth a 
classic, but the quality of design and a finely 
honed gameplay. The puzzles exhibit the right 
blend of straightforward solution and off-the-wall 
answer all spiced up with a nice generous host 
of beasties, who are all employed to keep the 
pace up to maximum. 

Myth 16-bit promises this same proven con¬ 
cept, souped up to sit happily on today’s more 
potent machines. The graphics, for example, 
retain the same atmosphere as before but are 
now laced with fine detail and overall grandeur. 
Four different artists designed the four different 
levels, while the sprites were styled by yet 
another mouse maestro. The ratio of cooks to 
broth though, is not exceeded and each level 
has a highly-distinctive style, with the main char¬ 
acter sprite providing continuity. When these 
factors are considered alongside the polished 
sprite animation, and truly enormous monsters it 
becomes obvious that Myth really has the poten¬ 
tial to make the same impact with 16-bit as it 
did with 8-bit. 

Live up to the myth... 

Until the game is totally finished it will be impos¬ 
sible to tell if this new character works within 
such a well-judged formula. The arcade combat 
edge must not muscle out the established ele¬ 
ments of puzzle solving and accurate jumping. 
Myth, in its heart, is not a beat-em-up and that 
temptation to make it one will have to be 
resisted. Others have made the transition, 
Spindizzy Worlds the prime example, using the 
Amiga's abilities to full where they suited and 
enhanced the game. 


MACHINE SPECIFIC 

Myth may have started life as a humble 
Speccy cum C64 concept but its innate 
playability proved to be a hit on other for¬ 
mats too. Nintendo, for example, happily 
snapped up the title when they were 
approached about the console rights, 
eager to have a title on both their NES and 
Gameboy consoles. Now the true test 
awaits as Myth hits 16-bit.

S trike Eagle ready for take 
off! hisses through the 
intercom. You’re sat at the 
end of a runway, fully armed and 
fuelled, ready to take one of the 
USAF's finest warplanes up into 
the fray. The F-15 is a classic 
fighting craft, capable of both air- 
combat and ground-attack. But 
with F-16s, FA-18s, F-19s, 

Falcons, F-16s and MiG 29's 
already flying, can even an F-15 
simulation offer anything new? 

Flight dynamics 

F-l 5 puts you in the pilot seat, allo¬ 
cates a mission, dumps you at the 
end of the runway and then tries to 
shoot you down: it's an action sim¬ 
ulation. It throws you into the 
fighter jock front line, in six differ¬ 
ent warzones, over four different 
levels of difficulty. These options 
are all that lay between loading 
and the airfield, so after a quick 
briefing about mission objectives, 
it's time to climb into the cockpit 
and hit the burners. 

An odd thing happens at the 
end of the runway. As the screen 
fades up and you scan for dials, 
your navigator speaks. 

“Strike Eagle (is) cleared for 
take off.” Unexpected and authen¬ 
tic, the end of the message is 
even swallowed in a mass of 
static. Cranking up the engines for 
take off, elicits another sound sur¬ 
prise: the whine increases in pitch 
as the power and speed increase. 
Both effects add realism, but have 
been rarely utilised in flight sims. 
There’s little time to listen to any¬ 
thing ,though, as the end of the 
apron rushes forward and the F-15 
hits the sky. 



F-15 puts you in the hot seat of the USAF’s front-line air-superiority fighter craft. A multi-role aircraft it 
can fly both intercept and strategic bombing missions. Flying F-15 can be hazardous to more than your 
health because your lunch, as much as your life are likely to be lost whilst hot dogging with the Soviets.

Nature of the beast 

Once airborne the F-15 reveals 
itself to be a smooth flying, highly 
dextrous beast.

screens and a bank of warning 
lights. The side views show both 
(inactive) side panels and the out¬ 
side world. Behind sits the 
navigator who, for the moment, is 
strangely silent. 

The Head Up Display (HUD) 
and weapons' system are clearly 
displayed and easy to read. 
Acquiring a target involves choos¬ 
ing a missile - either Sidewinder, 
AMAMMRAM or Maverick - and 
then designating a target, by 
thumping the T key. Once locked 
the target is highlighted in a white 
box: when it comes into range this 
changes to a white hexagon, then

The real deal? 

F-15 is an exciting and accurate 
sim.

The mechanics of the simulation 
have to serve the greater purpose 
of a game. 

Prior to F-15, the flight-sim 
roost was firmly ruled by F-19 
Stealth Fighter, which best com¬ 
bined realism and gameplay. MiG 
29 was the best ‘simulation’ but it 
was hampered by a lack of mis¬ 
sions. Falcon had the best all 
round graphics, but was a bit long 
in the tooth. 

Fighter Sim 

F-l 9 is a strong aircraft simulation 
that’s bonded firmly with a tense 
aerial game of hide-and-seek. F-15 
Strike Eagle brings its gaming 
muscle to bear in the form of 
speed. The fast 3D enables high¬ 
speed dogfighting against multiple 
foes, giving F-15 a shoot-em-up 
edge. An edge, further sharpened 
by the relationship of damage to 
thrust. F-15 could even be consid¬ 
ered a 3D jet fighter shoot-em-up 
that replaces the life meter with an 
engine gauge. 

Such comparisons with F-19 
are unavoidable. Both games 
share a similar mission-selection 
process, many similar warzones 
and similar foes. The 3D environ¬ 
ment, as seen from the cockpit, 
looks familiar, as do the tactical 
screens. They are however, two 
highly different games to play. 
Stealth Fighter is a strategic simu¬ 
lation that stresses the avoidance 
of combat. While F-15 actively 
encourages battle and places 
action before tactics. To this end 
F-15 sports fewer controls than F- 
19, because the test here is not 
flying but fighting. 

Combat rock 

F-15 packs a swift, action-packed 
punch. The power is supplied by 
the frequency and ferocity of the 
combat, while the speed comes

from the excellent 3D. It sports 
the best graphics of any simula¬ 
tion to date, and uses sound well 
to create atmosphere. F-15, 
though, is a new style of flight sim. 
Here the ability to accurately 
model an aircraft is implicitly 
accepted and it’s what you do 
while out flying on the missions is 
what matters. 

And if it’s combat you’re after 
- with slightly less emphasis on 
control and more on action - then 
F-15 could prove an ideal sim. Its 
not the authenticity of the the air¬ 
craft’s feel that make it special, 
but the quality of the airborne, 
roller-coaster thrills. And there are 
plenty of them, 12 o’clock high, in 
six different skies, eager to do bat¬ 
tle with the Strike Eagle.

T here is a tide in the affairs 
of men which taken at the 
flood leads on to fortune. 
Omitted, all the voyage of their life 
is bound in the shallows and in mis¬ 
eries”. Centurion - Defender of 
Rome gives 20th century legion- 
aires the chance to try their career 
surfing skills during the halcyon 
days of Caesar. 

Centurion essentially fuses 
together a war-game and test of 
logistic skill, as you try to battle 
from the rank of Officer up to the 
title of Caesar in ancient Rome. 
Success is dependent on both 
battlefield victory and popularity 
amongst the peeps. Blood, bread 
and circuses will keep the home 
front happy; a necessary founda¬ 
tion stone for the construction of 
your own personal Empire. 

Give unto Caesar 

Centurion falls into two very dis¬ 
tinct camps: foreign and domestic 
affairs. Foreign problems are ini¬ 
tially close encounters of the 
warring kind. Arriving in a strange 
land you tell the natives they are 
now Roman subjects (not citizens) 
in a friendly, diplomatic or aggres¬ 
sive manner. To start with, all meet 
the same reaction and a battle 
ensues. Victorious centurions may 
plunder the nation or try to woo 
them into subservience. 

Once conquered the country is 
controlled using the domestic com¬ 
mands as used in Rome. You levy 
tributes from the people to gain 
cash or hold extravaganzas to 


keep them sweet, depending on 
the popular mood: which swings 
from content to rebellious. 

First the game assaults you as 
a war sim, with legions sweeping 
around Europe bashing armies, 
using authentic tactics under battle 
conditions. Then comes the popula¬ 
tion management side which is less 
inspired. At every game turn you 
have the chance to set the rate of 
tributes. Harsh demands turn the 
folk against you, while letting them 
off causes cash-flow problems. 

Money is needed to rebuild or 
establish new legions, but it is also 
vital to keep the populace sweet. 
Chariot races and gladiator chal¬ 
lenges put a large whole in the 
wallet, but provide sub-games 
where extra cash or credibility can 
be earned. For glad' matches you 
control one fighter, the action is 
slow, as you try to kill and enter¬ 
tain. When you are chariot racing 


there's more scope as you can 
bribe to affect, and bet on, the 
result. Neither stand up to the bat¬ 
tle sections and with the continual 
cash shortages prove to be little 
more than irritants. 

Loads 

The graphics of Centurion are of 
the highest quality, giving this his¬ 
torically strategic jaunt an epic 
quality. The downside of this is that 
there are a large number of loads. 
Hard drive or second drive owners 
are fine, but single-drive users pre¬ 
pare to get those drive fingers 
flipping. The style of the graphics 
underline the games strength's with 
a visual assurance. 

Centurion - Defender of Rome 
pits you against the world and it 
often feels like it. Just when a strat¬ 
egy begins to work, a barbarian 
horde drops by to smash your 
dreams. You can control your own 


destiny on the field of battle, but 
elsewhere there seems little else to 
do other than respond to the 
game's prompts - “the people of 
Rome are bored and demand a cir¬ 
cus”. As a management sim, the 
lack of flexibility inhibits long-term 
interest, while the battlefield 
scenes are fascinating exercises in 
how man used to fight and demand 
deeper study. 

The compaction of history 
helps too, as Hannibal and his ele¬ 
phant friends provide some lasting 
surprises from an early stage. 
Centurion’s gameplay army is com¬ 
posed of graphics, management 
puzzles and tactical warfare simula¬ 
tions. The two flanks cut swathes 
through enemy lines, but the centre 
falters slightly - although it does 
not break. This leaves the Roman 
army as a strong foe that’s slightly 
weaker than it should be.

Setting up your character is an important 
business. You must assign your set number of 
points to each skill you want your character 
to possess. Usually it’s best to forget poncy 
magic make him rock-hard with a knife. 


y ou're going to have to be 
brave and fearless now. 
You're going to need 
reserves of courage you didn't 
know you had. Because, as you 
cautiously creak open the box of 
Trial By Fire, lurking inside are a 
total of eight disks. 

Yes, it’s a big adventure in the 
traditional Sierra manner. This 
means that you move your charac¬ 
ter around the screen (and around 
your world) using the cursor keys 
or mouse, examining things by 
clicking and occasionally typing in 
other commands as and when you 
need them. Gradually you should 
gain enough information to enable 
you to embark upon a large, dan¬ 
gerous quest. 

The Sierra system is designed 
to be flexible; you can ask about 


everything, visit 
every location and 
spend ages investi¬ 
gating blind alleys all 
because of the (very 
high) level of detail 
throughout the 
game. It contains 
much that appears 
extraneous to the 
quest you’re embark¬ 
ing on, but makes all 
the difference when 
you’re playing. All the 
locations have 3D 
graphical representations and 
you'll need to look carefully at 
everything because many of the 
clues are visual. The cities in the 
game are well populated by vari¬ 
ous breeds, and you can converse 
or trade with any of them.

Trial by disk 

If you love to immerse yourself in 
alternative realities of this magni¬ 
tude, you will find Trial By Fire may 
well spirit you away for weeks on 
end. It’s a mappers dream and, if 
you’re into the genre (and can put 
up with the rife American middle- 
class humour), you might love it. 
With eight disks, you’d expect a 
lot of detail and a lot of well 
thought-out gameplay. It’s cer¬ 
tainly here, but there’s a heavy 
cost to bear. 

Unless you have eight disk 
drives or an absolutely huge hard 
drive your arm will begin to ache 
from changing disks. Your beard 
will grow long and grey and the 
seasons will also roll by unnoticed 
as you wait for the sections to 
load and reload. 

On screen movement and 
action isn't exactly fast anyway, 
and until you get used to control¬ 
ling your character it all feels like 
a clumsy slow-motion dream 
sequence. You will pick it up after 
some time, but don't be in any 
great rush with Trial By Fire: you’ll 
need to time your playing ses¬ 
sions with a calendar.

The Lord of Chaos 

It appears Havoc escaped after 
the last battle, waiting to return to 
the Cyberworld and dominate its 
people. The volcano has become 
active again and earthquakes 
shake the surrounding area. The 
people of Thraxx have discovered 
a note from Havoc, proclaiming 
himself ruler of Cyberworld and 
threatening to cause mayhem 
unless they yield to his will. But 
there is an alternative. 

Hiro's descendants have 
ignored the derision and scorn 
heaped upon them and continued 


to bring up their sons in the tradi¬ 
tion of the Bladeknights. The last 
in the line, also named Hiro after 
his esteemed ancestor, is willing 
to take up the fight. 

You take control of Hiro in his 
quest to defeat Havoc for a sec¬ 
ond time. To begin with, Hiro is 
armed with a sword and a multi¬ 
function Cyber Arm. In order to 
use the arm, Hiro must pick up 
weapon packs along the way. 
These turn the arm into a high- 
powered weapon, capable of firing 
various types of missile. More 
powerful weapons can be bought 
in shops, but in order to collect 
money, Hiro must kill enemy 
robots and pick up the orbs that 
they leave behind. 

The mission takes place over 
six levels, each covering a differ¬ 
ent scene on the way to the 
volcano. You must guide Hiro 
through each level and destroy the 
guardian to collect a Fire Blade 


token, which will allow him to con¬ 
tinue to the next stage. 

One more into the 
base, dear friends 

Switchblade ll’s strength is its 
graphics. The small sprites and 
flick scroll of the original have 
been replaced by large, colourful 
characters and smooth, full¬ 
screen, multi-directional scrolling. 
The first level is pretty much car¬ 
ried over from the original, with 
new rooms only being discovered 
by walking through a doorway, 
climbing a ladder or smashing 
through a wall. The higher levels 
are in the style of arcade beat-em- 
ups such as Strider, with Hiro 
having to leap around platforms 
bashing enemies with his sword. 

The control feels comfortable 
enough too, with Hiro moving in 
good response to the joystick 
commands. The problem is that 
Switchblade II isn't anything new. 
The original had a novel method of 
exploration and cutesy graphics, 
the sequel ends up being just 
another arcade beat-em-up. 

There are niggles which crop 
up occasionally, for example it is 
impossible to get past the end-of- 
level guardians without losing at 
least one life. This means that the 
rest of the game is simply an exer¬ 
cise in finding bonus lives and 
collecting weapons and energy 
pods. Where is the fighting skill? 
Where is the exciting skin-of-the- 
teeth battling with the guardians, 
in which the best fighter wins 
through? Not here it seems. 


Completing a level is more a mat¬ 
ter of luck and how many lives 
you’ve managed to amass. This 
reduces a good-looking game, 
with the potential of being compa¬ 
rable to some of the top coin-ops, 
into a pretty dull and repetitive 
hack-and-slash variant.

MegaTraveller 1: The Zhodani 
Conspiracy has an immense back¬ 
ground. Set 5000 years in the 
future, the game is played through 
eight different star systems in a 
border area known as the 
Spinward Marches. 

The Marches lie between the 
mighty Third Imperium (the good 
guys) and the Zhodani Consulate 
(boo, hiss). To date there have 
been four bloody wars between 
these states, always started by 
the Zhodani and always ending in a 
stalemate. This time they’ve 
changed their tactics .... They 
have financed rebel insurgents 
inside the Imperium. With Imperial 
forces tied down and spread thin 
on many worlds, the Zhodani hope 
for a rapid conquest. 

The only way to stop this hap¬ 
pening is to gain the key to the 
computer records of the conspir¬ 
acy, and hand the information to 
the proper authorities. Then you’ve 
got the job of apprehending the 
head of the conspiracy - a power¬ 
ful business executive called 
Konrad Kiefer. 

Designer players 

Before you get down to saving the 
Spinward Marches, you must first 
create the right team for the job. 
MegaTraveller is a role-playing 
game - that is, rather than playing 
a preset hero, you design your 
own. Up to five characters can be 
used in the same party who stick 
together through thick and thin. 

A set of dice are rolled to 
determine the basic statistics: 
these are strength, dexterity, 
endurance, intelligence, education

and social status. If you don’t like 
the rolls, click the mouse and a 
new set appears. 

A character starts life at 18, 
and can try and enlist any of five 
services - army, navy, marines, 
merchants and scouts.

Skills 
are used for most things in the 
game - from knowing how to use 
a sub-machine-gun to talking posh 
(liaison) or common (streetwise). 

After so many years in the ser¬ 
vice, the character either gets 
thrown out or retires. Long service 
is rewarded with a monthly pen¬ 
sion, and you can also muster 
other benefits like a weapon, vac¬ 
uum suit etc.

The selection of weapons is awesome - daggers, handguns, 
laser weapons, rifles and grenades are just the main cate¬ 
gories. You want a bolt action rifle? How about an assault rifle, 
or perhaps a rocket launcher - lots of things to try out on the 
hordes of Kiefer Konrad. 

The still graphics of the people you meet are good. Hivers, 
Aslan, Vargr, Droyne - the aliens look really alien, and the 
humans are hand-drawn individuals. 

I can’t think of any other role-playing game which has the 
depth and richness of what’s going on. The Zhodani Conspiracy 
has many subtleties, for instance libraries where you can go 
and read common local knowledge of the planets, or the 
Traveller’s Aid Society which gives planetary information.

I HATE THIS GAME 

Every time something moves on the screen, it jerks. All the 
moving graphics look small, blocky and quite pathetic. The 
scrolling is eyewatering, and all that the special effect is, to 
indicate a jump of billions of miles through space, is a red 
screen flash! State-of-the-art ... I don’t think. 

Piloting the Interloper is best described as a very naff ver¬ 
sion of Asteroids. There are icons to click on for rotate left and 
right, thrust and break - but the graphics are so ill-defined that 
you just can’t tell which way you’re moving half the time. 

Although the game bangs on about role-playing, characters 
have few needs and wants - they never eat or sleep. I know that 
plenty of games have features which humanise computer 
heroes - why not this one? 

If you've a hard drive the game will go onto it, but the disk » 
access could drive you insane. Every time you walk in a shop or 
a spaceship, the screen goes black and you’re left waiting. 

Why? Well, the manual states that the game will work on a 
512K machine, but it doesn’t - there’s a big ‘1MB only’ sticker 
on the front. I put the whole thing down to poor programming. I 
just hope that the next one takes full advantage of 1MB. 


Game on 

It all starts in a bar on the planet 
Efate. The party is discussing 
ways to make a fortune, when 
Lenera Raclor bursts in and tells 
you the plot. She also gives you 
the conspiracy's plans on a com¬ 
puter hologram, one of the 
decoding keys to make it read¬ 
able, and half an Imperial seal (to 
identity you to the next contact). 
She also gives you 30,000 credits 
in cash and the starship Interloper 
-what a nice girl. 

Unfortunately she's been fol¬ 
lowed by a band of Kiefer's 
heavies. They take a good look at 
the scene before them and open 
fire - time to run away quick. 
When you get to the starport you 
discover to get to the planet 
Bourghene (where your next con¬ 
tact is) means travelling further 
than the ship can go at one time. 
The main obstacle is earning two 
million credits to buy a big jump 
drive, to jump the distance so that 
the main game can continue. 

Playing takes some getting 
used to - if you don't read the 
large manual the party will get 
blown away quickly. All you do is 
point and click the mouse where 
you want to go, and the party (dis¬ 
played as a single character - the 
one in front) walk towards it. 

It's not just you running around 
all the planets (there are 28 places 
to go). Various other people wan¬ 


der about, and you can always go 
up and talk to them. Mostly they 
respond with “Greetings, Traveller'' 
but occasionally you find someone 
who needs something done... 

These ‘sub plots’ are what 
make the game. There are dozens 
of people to meet, many objects 
to find and sell for a profit, bad 
guys to kill - it’s not just the 
Zhodani Conspiracy, it does actu¬ 
ally play like 28 different planets. 
For instance, the planet Iroth is 
mostly water. You need to hire a 
boat to explore it properly - and 
you hear about a shipwreck. 
Exploring the shipwreck is haz¬ 
ardous because Iroth has a large 
population of blue lizards who just 
love to eat Travellers... 

The bottom line 

It’s fun to explore and travel, but 
the graphics have obviously been 
ported from inferior computers 
straight onto the Amiga. In some 
cases they are very difficult to 
make out, such as the starships - 
sometimes you just can’t work out 
which way they are pointing. 

Having completed the game, I 
can honestly say it wasn’t worth 
the bother. Once you have the two 
million credits for a jump-2 drive, 
the game is easy. The main plot 
consists of about six conversa¬ 
tions, swapping a few items, and 
blowing away Kiefer Konrad. 

I’m disappointed, but Empire 
has stated it will be bringing out 
more MegaTraveller titles. Let's 
hope next time it manages to 
make it deeper and better looking, 
This could have been great.

White portals appear to 
release alien fighters, which then 
zoom around the planet firing vol¬ 
leys of shots in the direction of 
your craft. You must dodge their 
shots and blast them to bring your 
target total down. Occasionally, 
the aliens will fire a guided-missile, 
which will lock onto your position 
and home in at great speed. On 
higher levels they even start to get 
smart and dodge sideways to 
avoid your shots! 


Once you have killed the spec¬ 
ified number of targets, another 
portal will open. This leads to a 
warp to the next planet. 
Unfortunately the warp is littered 
with meteorites. Any collision with 
these space-rocks reduces your 
shield and warps you back to the 
previous world. 

Step back in time 

Although the game is an old 
release and a fairly straight for¬ 
ward concept, it contains a 
surprising amount of excitement.

The general appearance of the 
game is simple, but the atmo¬ 
spheric use of colour and the 
sheer speed of gameplay give the 
game a great overall feel.

B efore you say it - yes! Eye 
of the Beholder does look 
stunningly like a reworked 


version of Dungeon Master, FTL's 
role-playing masterpiece. But 
that's no bad thing at all. DM set 
standards which any self-respect¬ 
ing RPG ought to use. Eye of the 
Beholder abides by many of 
them, and for this they can¬ 
not be faulted. But what of 
the important stuff, like plot 
and atmosphere? Read on. 


Strength 
of character 

Eye of the Beholder begins 
with a very long intro 
sequence which talks of 
evil, assassins and magi¬ 
cal nastiness underneath the city 


of Waterdeep. It's up to you to 
sort it all out. 

First you generate a party of 
four adventurers to take into the 
sewers. You do this by selecting 
each character's race and sex 
(human, dwarf, elf, etc), occupa¬ 
tion (thief, fighter, mage, etc) and 
alignment (the way that character 
behaves). You then choose the 
portrait which you feel is most 
appropriate for your new alter 
ego. A random set of statistics is 
then generated for your character. 
This is simply a rating out of 18 
for a whole bundle of characteris¬ 
tics which include strength, 
wisdom, intelligence, charisma, 


dexterity and so on. Certain occu¬ 
pations require higher scores for 
specific characteristics, so if 
you’re not satisfied with your char¬ 
acter's abilities you can ‘re-roll the 
dice’ for another set of random 
statistics. When you've got a set 
you think you can build on, you 
name your character and that's it! 
Only three more to do. 

Once you're finished you have 
a team that you already feel some 
affiliation (and possibly even affec¬ 
tion) for. Unlike Dungeon Master, 
where you picked pre-set charac¬ 
ters from a Hall of Champions, 
Eye of the Beholder is just that bit 
more personal.

Going 

underground 

When you enter the sewer your 
first job is to check every member 
of your party, to see what they 
carry and how they'd use it. Items 
can be picked up and swapped 
around using the mouse. Each 
party member has a backpack, a 
beltpouch (for ammo and a 
reserve weapon) and various 
places to wear things. 

The abilities sub-screen is 
where the all-important experience 
and level figures are found, along 
with your character's stats. 
Experience and level are impor¬ 
tant because they increase during 


the game as your character meets 
(and either greets or beats) other 
characters. Each encounter is 
worth experience points, and a 
specific amount of experience is 
required to progress to the next 
skill level in your chosen occupa¬ 
tion. The better-skilled you 
become the more spells, fighting 
power or weapons accuracy you 
can rely on. 

Trudging 
into trouble 

Moving deeper into the sewer is 
relatively easy - you just click in 
the appropriate direction on the 
movement panel below the main- 


view window. It's remembering 
where you are and how you got 
there that's the difficult bit. 

Eye of the Beholder's many 
corridors and rooms all look 
vaguely similar for much of the 
time. They vary greatly from level- 
to-level, as you progress through 
to the deeper catacombs and 
dwarven ruins, but on any level it's 
still easy for you to get hopelessly 
lost. Careful attention, though, 
must be paid to the compass if 
you are not to end up like Tod 
Uphill, the halfling thief whose 
remains are to be found near the 
entrance to the sewers. 

A few minutes wandering is 


very likely to get you into trouble, 
but you can be prepared if you 
know what to look for. Or rather, 
what to listen for. In another DM- 
beating manoeuvre, Eye of the 
Beholder has incredibly eerie, 
spine-chilling sounds for each 
'thing' you encounter. Sounds 
which you can hear echoing 
around the tunnels, getting louder 
and softer as the ‘thing' walks 
around. Are those footsteps? 
Perhaps it's a man? What was that 
buzzing noise? Creepy times are 
certain to be with you as you get 
deeper and deeper, where it gets 
darker and darker.

Aghairon grew in 
power by discovering the secret of near¬ 
eternal youth. His great wisdom served 
Waterdeep well and he became a 


respected member of its political scene for hun¬ 
dreds of years. 

A brief hiccup in the tranquillity of 
Waterdeep occurred when a War Lord decreed 
the city’s power 
would be used to 
conquer other 
lands. To stop this, 

Aghairon turned 
the War Lord’s 
sword into a 
snake. After this, 

Aghairon declared himself first Lord 
of Waterdeep and set up a system led 
by Lords of wisdom, not strength. 

This worked perfectly until 
Aghairon died. Then the tradesmen’s 
Guilds decided to take power and they slew the remaining Lords 
who had led benevolently for so long. Aghairon’s apprentice and a 
carpenter called Baeron escaped to plot the Guildsmen’s downfall. 
They returned, fireballed the Guildsmen, and set up the current 
system of Lords of Waterdeep. Baeron led in the style of Aghairon 
and peace again returned. It 
was still there until very 
recently, when today’s Lord, 

Piergeiron summoned you, the 
adventurers, to sort out a bit 
of a problem, in the sewers 
under Waterdeep... 


Then you'll turn a corner and meet 
'it'. If you don't panic, drop all your 
weapons and just press your way 
into an early battering, you're 
doing well. Eye of the Beholder's 
combat mode uses complex dice¬ 
rolling to resolve the battles. This 
causes the mouse-commands to 
be buffered, and you can get 
hopelessly ahead of yourself. Take 
things slowly (you won't get totally 
annihilated, just a bit bloody) and 
you’ll find you can thump your way 
to victory and an early bath quite 
easily. All fighting moves are sum¬ 
moned simply by pressing the 
right mouse button on the appro¬ 
priate weapon on the main party 
display. Your party members will 
then use the weapon in the best 
way they know how. 

If you’re lucky, the ‘it’ that you 
meet may be one of EOB’s many 
non-player characters (NPCs). 
They all have their own story to tell 
and you will meet plenty of them. 
Some will help you, while others 


will attempt to destroy you. If you 
can sweet talk them they may 
even join you, enabling you to 
make up a party of six people. But 
still it's no easy feat. NPCs can be 
relied upon to do one thing only - 
whatever they want to do, which 
won't always coincide with your 
many demands! 

State of the heart? 

Eye of the Beholder is an intense, 
taxing experience. It combines all 
the accepted methods of modern 
role-players and adds a far helping 
of spooky sounds, twisted puzzles 
and plenty of traps for the unwary. 

You can expect to spend 
much of your time roaming the 
sewers, searching for the 
Beholder - a giant eyeball with 
immense magical attacking pow¬ 
ers. As you go your characters 
grow, learning new skills and 
improving their old ones. It's one 
of those games which you can't 
stop, no matter how hard you try - 



Keeping well-armed fighters at 
the front of the group protects 
the magic users. Who are then 
free to cast life-saving spells. 

even though it has plenty of save 
options, you will want to carry on 
playing to the bitter end. But be 
prepared to be frightened, con¬ 
fused and at a loss for tactical 
ideas as you get further embroiled 
in the plot. It's a totally unmissable 
game which will appeal to anyone 
who has a sense of adventure and 
an even slightly vivid imagination. 
But don't expect to sleep that well 
after playing it!

pretty stonking hardware at their 
disposal, from the usual bullets to 
guided-missiles that home in on 
you. Some of the troops wander 
round firing at you, while the more 
sensible ones stay put, taking pot 
shots at you from the relative 
safety of their shelters. 

It's not all killing, though - 
that's only 99 per cent of it. There 
are also various pick-ups which 
give you extra points, crates hold 
hornier weapons, and prisoners 
can be rescued. 

Bam! Bam! 

The graphics are bold and bright 
throughout, and the sprites have a 
comical appeal to them. There's 
usually plenty going on, with bul¬ 
lets and explosions all over the 
place. Sound is pretty much lim¬ 
ited to booms and bangs. 

There's nothing new about 
Warzone. It's almost a carbon 
copy of a very old formula, and 
there's little innovation been made 
to bring it into line with the quality 
of today’s games. Having said 
that, it's polished and playable, 
and jolly good fun which is what 
it’s all about!

S o what have I got to do? 
But why? These two ques¬ 
tions demand immediate 
answers in any sports sim. Sport 
stresses, on a basic level, physical 
action above mental effort. So, to 
focus a player's abilities during the 
vital first seconds of play, the 
goals need to be obvious for both 
scoring and motivation purposes. 
Unfortunately, in Stormball, while it 
is crystal clear how you play the 
reason why you’d want to is ini¬ 
tially left begging. 

Stormball is a futuristic hybrid 
of squash and tennis played on a 
symmetrical court. The two play¬ 
ers roam their half of the pitch on 
small hover pads, in pursuit of a 
floating ball. Catching and throw¬ 
ing the ball into the opposition's 
half scores a point for every tile it 
passes over. Scores total up until 
the ball is caught by the other 
player, or it rebounds off the 
force-field walls that surround the 
court, back to you. Bonus and 
penalty squares litter players' 


halves, again placed symmetri¬ 
cally. As the game gets tougher, 
these become the major targets, 
because they score hundreds and 
not single points. 

A match sees the two players 
vying for position, looking to find 
or block that high-scoring opportu¬ 
nity. Each pitch is laid out 


differently, so the first quarter of 
any game is concerned with exper¬ 
imenting to find the most lucrative 
points areas, trick squares and 
opponent’s tactics. 

Degrading 

These mechanics are easily 
grasped, but motivation is difficult. 
On a practical level the perspec¬ 
tive of the floor makes life difficult. 
The pitch is flat and the tiles are 
shades of the same colour, so 
seeing where to hurl the ball is a 
matter of luck and judgement. On 
a gameplay level, once the best 
scoring area becomes apparent 
Stormball can degrade into a tit- 
for tat slinging match because the 
early opponents fail to anticipate 
shots, no matter how predictable. 

You quickly learn where oppo¬ 
nents will throw the ball so you 
can limit the points damage, but 
they don't learn this lesson. While 
victory under these conditions is 
still sweet, it is hardly unexpected 
and lacks any real tension. 
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Cash drives Stormball. You need money to play higher-ranking oppo¬ 
nents, so a side screen allows betting on the result of a game, which 
can multiply earnings. The only catch is that you have to win. 


The logic behind the game only 
becomes apparent after a solid 
session against the higher-level 
opponents. At the outset the lack 
of goals leaves players uncertain 
why they are being outscored. The 
mechanics and tactics of scoring 
only become obvious after you've 
spent hours chasing the ball 
around your own half watching oth¬ 
ers rake in the points because 
when you’re scoring it's hard to 
tell exactly which tiles are being hit 
and with what result. 

Hard knocks 

Experience is the only way to gain 
the necessary skills to judge which 
tiles should be attacked or 
defended. Once gained the game 
changes into a tactical cat-and- 
mouse battle and the enjoyment 
level is suitably upped. The future- 
sport trappings can be ignored 
and it becomes a ‘squash plus’ 
game, where two or three shots 
are traded just to sucker an oppo¬ 
nent into a vulnerable position. 
Unfortunately it lacks impetus to 
carry you through to this stage 
and demands real commitment. 

Stormball's graphics and 
sound misrepresent the game as a 
futuresport of the Speedball sta¬ 
ble. Once a few matches are 
played its real character emerges, 
revealing a sedate, tactical game. 
This transformation takes time and 
that is Stormball's weakness. It is 
worth struggling through to the 
later stages but many may find the 
struggle to get this far too off- 
putting to be worth the effort.

The plot of the game begins 
with a young couple, living happily 
among the leaves and flowers of 
the peaceful jungle. Toki is a brave 
warrior. His deeds are the stuff of 
legend, made immortal by the 
songsmiths of the surrounding 
tribes.

Jolly colour 

Ocean France have managed to 
grasp just the right graphical feel 
of the Toki coin-op, retaining the 
colourful appearance and jolly ani¬ 
mation that made the original such 
a hit. Unfortunately, the sound 
doesn’t really match up to the 
high-quality visuals. The music is 
overly twee and rather tinny to 
boot, while the effects are much 
too wimpy to add any real sort 
of an atmosphere. 

The gameplay seems to have 
missed the mark a little too, intro¬ 
ducing glitches in the control 
method and a few anomalies in the 
way enemies appear and react. 
There are times when enemies 
start doing things their not sup¬ 
posed to, sending the player into 
wails of confusion and frustration. 

At some points in the game, 
some serious quirks pop up which 
are most distressing. The game 
seems to forget where the restart 
points throughout the levels are 
supposed to be, putting you back 
beyond the last restart reached. It 
sometimes even puts you further 
on than where you died! 

The most disturbing foible is 
the game seems to crash with 



alarming regularity. This is particu¬ 
larly galling if you’ve just managed 
to get to a point you’ve been bat¬ 
tling to reach for the past hour. 

These annoying glitches could 
easily have been put right with a 
little more playtesting, and the fact 
that they are there at all means 
that the game loses some of the 
appeal of the arcade original. This 
is a shame, since if as much care 
had been taken with programming 
the gameplay as has been lav¬ 
ished on the pretty graphics, then 
Toki would have been a corking lit¬ 
tle platform game. As it stands it’s 
just a pretty good conversion.

coloured balls around a cir¬ 
cuit with the mouse.

cuit and rolling until it falls 
into an empty slot in the 
edge of a wheel - contain¬ 
ing four slots each. Because 
these wheels sit at junctions 
in the circuit, and can be 
rotated with a quick click on 
their centre, balls and slots 
can be rearranged to suit 
your game plan. While click¬ 
ing on any ball, that's sat in 
a slot which feeds into the 
circuit sends it rolling along 
to the next junction. 


The random colour of each new 
ball, the time limit and twisted 
nature of the network provide the 
puzzle elements of Logical. Few of 
the circuits fully connect, so you 
have to push, pull and shove balls 
via X, Y and Z just to get from A to 
B. Joining the conspiracy on later 
levels are one-way routes, tele¬ 
ports, colour dedicated paths and 
countless other hazards. And while 
you concentrate on the bowels of 
the circuit, more balls are being 
added all of the time. 

Logistics 

Colour-based puzzles need clear, 
simple lay outs and Logical com- 
mendably offers four graphic-sets 
to choose from. Effectively under¬ 
stated, they allow the puzzle to be 
deciphered at a glance but other¬ 
wise rarely register. Similarly, the 
precision of mouse response is 
soon taken as fact, while the 
sound effects and music fade 
under the glare of concentration. 

Logical tries to confuse and 
confound, slowly upping the pres¬ 
sure as each round progresses. 
There are more balls, less time 
and more movement: solutions 
that appear obvious one moment 
are instantly forgotten as your 
attention is diverted by yet another 
gameplay twist. Initially a quiet 
game, Logical steadily makes 
more demands of both time and 
effort. Its lack of ‘obvious action' 
could well mean it gets over¬ 
looked, which would be a crime.

S uspicious minds sug¬ 
gest Elvis is not dead 
but is resting.

entered via a text window. This is 
how you tell Les Manley to look, 
open, drop, examine and (most 
importantly) take anything he 
finds. As with all good adventures, 
Search sends you into overdrive, 
grabbing everything that isn’t 
nailed down and prying loose a 
few things that are. 

This mix of graphics and text 
input provide the ‘levers' that are 
pulled during play. Les has to be 
guided to a location and then posi¬ 
tioned so the action is plausible. If 
you want Les to search a drawer, 
he has to be stood next to it and 


be facing in the right direc¬ 
tion. If Les wants to talk to 
someone, he needs to be 
able to see them. 

Viva Les Vegas 

The problems facing Les are 
not easily solved. Even when 
you have been told that an 
object is of no interest, it 
pays to examine it further. 
Search's linear design 
requires specific items to 
solve specific problems, so you 
never know you've missed some¬ 
thing until you need it. 
Backtracking’s inevitable, because 
steps are retraced to find that 
missing bit of kit. What's more, the 
game has a fatal contempt for 
mistakes because, Unlike the 
Lucasfilm breed of graphic adven¬ 
tures, Search will kill Les at the 
drop of a hat. 

The similarities between 
Lucasfilm's Monkey Island, and 
Search for the King go little 
deeper than their use of ‘cosmetic’ 
graphics to disguise the adven¬ 
ture. In Search the free-form 
textual input of the player deter¬ 
mines what happens, rather than 
selecting a response from a menu 
which is the case in Monkey 
Island. There is still a correct 
response but you're given no obvi¬ 
ous clues as to what it is. The 
upside of this is that the game is 
less of a multiple-choice quiz and 
more a test of intuition. The down¬ 
side is that even straightforward 
tasks can prove difficult if the 
wrong wording is used. 

The frustrating element of 
Search is the speed at which it 
runs. Sure, there are some neat - 
Amiga specific - screens, but 
every new ‘room’ is loaded from 
disk. This takes around 20 sec¬ 
onds per location and disrupts the 


continuity. 20 seconds may not be 
scandalous for adventures, but a 
generic title does guarantee a 
game special privilege. No one 
would play a shoot-em-up that 
loaded each screen individually, 
even if the wait was five seconds. 
Such comparisons are harsh and 
slightly unrealistic, but the contin¬ 
ual waiting soon erodes patience. 

Search for the King is a good 
adventure. The story is good look¬ 
ing, complex and occasionally silly 
enough to make you want to fin¬ 
ish. Viewed as a graphic/text 
adventure it ranks with the 
Codename Icemans, Manhunters 
and Leisure Suit Larrys of this 
world. Viewed as a pure game 
however, it struggles.

T ank warfare in the sand- 
dunes was of course born 
long before Operation 
Desert Storm. The North Africa 
campaigns of the Second World 
War saw thousands of men and 
vehicles fighting in and around 
Tunisia, Egypt and Libya (despite 
the fact that the war was sup¬ 
posed to be between Germany 
and Britain, hundreds of miles 
away in Europe). 

Here Afrika Korps sets out to 
recreate the positions and condi¬ 
tions of that time, letting you have 
overall control of one or the other 
forces. Then it’s up to you to 
make your own history. 

The game relies totally on 
mouse control, which simplifies 
things immensely. Every unit has a 
colour code linking it to a forma¬ 
tion such as a division or regiment 
as well as a little graphic repre¬ 
sentation of the main force (tank, 
infantrymen or whatever). National 
flags indicate the allegiance as 
well (Italians as well as Germans 
and British were present). So 
everything is as clear as can be 
(certainly clearer than it would 
have been in real life). 


Rommel? 
Gunner who? 

There are two map scales. An 
overall strategic view with the 
largest concentrations of troops 
shown and a smaller ‘battle map’. 
It’s here that you work out all your 
movement and tactics. The stan¬ 
dard war-game ‘turns’ are used, 
so there are movement and com¬ 
bat phases for each side. In fact, 
so far, the game is like a dozen 
others you could buy. 

The system for giving orders 
is unique, though. You can select, 
during your movement phase, 
whether to form a defensive line 
or an attacking formation. The 
positions of your command units 
must be specified, as must the 
placing of each flank. If they come 
under fire, they’ll take whatever 
steps they think appropriate (the 
Italians, for example, really do run 
away quite easily). If your orders 
are seen as unacceptable by the 
units involved, they’ll vent their 
outrage in a text box and do what¬ 
ever they think is best instead. 

After you’ve seen this rather 
neat set-up working, the combat 
itself is disappointing. The warring 


factions sit next to each other, 
flashing their damage points. If 
they’re not wiped out (or running 
away like the Italians), they live to 
fight another day (albeit usually 
with lower morale). 

The computer has three skill 
levels. All are competent but it has 
the added advantage of knowing 
where and when its reinforce¬ 
ments are arriving. Both sides get 
these during the course of the 
game, but the Germans usually 
need them more than the Allies. 

Afrika Korps is a fast war- 
game to play. Turns last only a 
minute or two, depending on the 
human players’ speed. So whole 
games take no more than an hour. 
This is a pity, because although 
the map is huge, it’s really just a 
big North African sand-pit, and 
there aren't enough forces on 
either side to fill it to an exciting 
degree. But as it’s historically 
accurate, this perhaps isn't a fair 
criticism to level. 

Where have all 
the bullets gone? 

What you have is a playable, fast 
and easy-to-get-into war-game 


which will nevertheless test your 
skill. But everything is pre-set on a 
huge, unchanging board and there 
aren’t that many strategic varia¬ 
tions you can devise to change 
the course of history. 

A Desert Rats vs Rommel sce¬ 
nario has a glamour and attraction 
which isn’t really recreated here. 
But probably to have tried would 
be to have altered what really hap¬ 
pened (war rarely being anything 
like the movies). Impressions have 
given you an accurate scenario. 
Fine, if you’re into WW2 tank bat¬ 
tles, but really too simple, 
inflexible and unvarying for the 
truly avid war-gamer.

The taste of the rum, the roar of the waves and the smell 
of the captain. Heaving to and splicing the main brace in a piratical tale is great fun, but it 
can be confusing. If this superb graphic adventure is driving you mad, then this solution is for 
you. Use the guide along with the maps to beat the villains and triumph. Hurrah! 


PART ONE - THE THREE TRIALS

ment. You can then select the door 
and by using FCL, it’s possible to tell 
the program to jump to another area 
if the player collides with it. By mov¬ 
ing to another area in the designer, 
you can construct the interior of the 
house, ready for when you start walk¬ 
ing around your new environment. 
The program even contains a stan¬ 
dard room consisting of, naturally, 
four walls, a ceiling and a floor. By 
calling up this set of ‘globals’ you 
don't even have to mess around build¬ 
ing the boundaries of your interior 
scene - they’re there already, waiting 
to be furnished. 

When you start getting more 
adventurous, you can use FCL to 
detect whether you shoot or manipu¬ 
late objects, make shapes move or 
disappear, add to your inventory or 
even swing doors open. 

If this still sounds too complex for 
you, don’t worry. Once you start doo¬ 
dling it becomes very easy to look up 
the required method in the manual 
and incorporate it into your 3D scene. 
To give you an idea of just how easy 
the system is to use, within half-an- 
hour of loading the program we had 
constructed a rather pretty little

church, made the door open when it 
was shot at and created the interior 
of the church, complete with altar and 
glowing crucifix! 

Move it, boy! 

You can also use FCL to set up sim¬ 
ple animation sequences to bring 
your shapes to life. All you need to do 
is set the object’s attributes so that it 
is moveable then edit the conditions. 
Now by using the loop’ and ‘move’ 


commands you can send it whizzing 
around the scenery. With a little prac¬ 
tice you can soon produce seemingly 
complex animated scenes with ease. 

Once you have built your 3D 
world and put together your game 
conditions, all that’s needed for the 
final touch is a pretty control panel. 
These can be any 320x200, 16- 
colour IFF screen, so you can create 
a panel in your favourite art package 
and sling it straight into your game.

Just select load border’ from the ‘file’ 
menu to load it up, select ‘set view’ 
from the ‘general’ menu and drag a 
box out to set the size of the view 
window.

By accessing the ‘controls’ 
option you can assign keys for all the 
controls and use the pointer to mark 
out the active area on the panel for 
each control, so you can put the con¬ 
trols just about wherever you want. 

Easy as one, two, three 

3D Construction Kit is without doubt a 
powerful and flexible system. But 
unlike many other construction sys¬ 
tems, building 3D objects with 3D 
Construction Kit really is as easy as 
plonking shapes together and pulling 
them about to produce a finished 
scene. It will take take a little time 
and some experimenting to produce 
a full game, but the system’s ease-of- 
use means that the learning curve is 
shorter than virtually all other game- 
construction systems. 

The manual, coupled with the 
tutorial video, explains every option 
and command in surprising detail. A 
few more examples would have been 
helpful, but the lack of them isn’t 


much of a hindrance, since an insight 
into the more advanced features can 
be gleaned by loading up the Kit 
Game and pulling the various sections 
apart to see how they work. This pro¬ 
vides you with both a live set 
of examples on various tech¬ 
niques and a set of ‘library’ 
routines to use in your very 
own environments. 

A weekend spent investi¬ 
gating the Kit Game and 
following the video should put 
you along the right track. 
After that a little more dab¬ 
bling could be all that it takes 
before you are well into pro¬ 
ducing a 3D adventure of 
your own! 

The 3D Construction Kit is 
probably the most user- 
friendly game design system ever 
produced on the Amiga. Anyone inter¬ 
ested in 3D adventure games and a 
spark of imagination should check it 
out immediately, since it’s just the 
thing to allow them to put everything 
they ever wanted from the genre into 
their own game. 

One point, though, now that the 
Kit is available programmers are

MUSIC SEQUENCER 


T he concept is simple: make it 
easy with pictures. Unlike 
any other sequencer, you 
can see exactly what happens to the 
data on each track as you record 
thanks to the highly graphic screen 
arrangement which portrays each 
track as a water pipe. It’s a fun way 
of looking at sequencing which many 
newcomers find easy to cope with. 

The main screen is the Pipeline, 
the track display. Data enters from 
the left-hand side, is then passed 
along pipes into the recording section 
in the centre and played back from 
the right-hand side. There is no limit 
to the number of tracks you can have 
and you scroll up and down if you 
can't get them on screen all at once.

Pipe mania 

The way in which the ‘tools’ are used 
is probably one of Bars and Pipes' 
finest features. They are picked up 
from a Toolbox’ then inserted either 
before or after data is recorded. The 
range of functions they perform is 
both innovative and intelligent and 
since each tool has a colourful icon 
you can see exactly what is happen¬ 
ing to each track. 

The range of Tool functions is 
quite vast, but it includes: creating 
accompanying patterns on other 
tracks; creating a counterpoint to 
your melody line; delaying a track; 
echoing a track; compressing the 
velocity; looping data back into 
another track; inverting notes; gener¬ 
ating harmony according to rules you 
have given it; splitting the keyboard 
into specific zones; transposing 
tracks; filtering MIDI data; and the list 
goes on! You can even purchase 
extra disks of ‘tools’. 

Not only do they perform all the 
functions that you would find on other 
sequencers but they can be semi- 
intelligent music creators in their own 
right. You can combine several of 
these to form a ‘macro-tool’ complete 
with your own icon. The extensive

Extra, extra! 

The Professional version has quite a 
few features that are not in the basic 
program. The screen interface is 
redesigned, the transport window is 
movable (which helps when you have 
a large window to view), it can now 
display, edit and print in standard 
music notation, it has data stream 
editing functions, can record Systems 
Exclusive data, there is a mix-down 
page with movable faders, and there 
are extended quantise features: plus 
a lot more that are designed to let 
you work easily with film or video. 


The notation print and display is not 
really what you could call ‘profes¬ 
sional’ and is really only a quick 
guide: it cannot be used to produce 
full scores and the screen presenta¬ 
tion could be better, although it can 
print out lyrics together with the 
notes. This, however, is the only area 
that the new version falls down on. 

A comprehensive and imaginative 
program, this has the technical facili¬ 
ties an up-market sequencer should 
have plus a few more. Bars and Pipes 
Professional requires 1MB of RAM 
and you would fare better if you had 
more, but it has all the features that 
you would expect of a professional 
product. At the same time, its 
extremely friendly approach makes it 
a good buy for the novice as well as 
the seasoned musician.

points of a particular piece of the 
sound, and moving the cursor by 
small amounts in the view windows is 
only possible with fiddly increment 
and decrement buttons. 

Additional options include a moni¬ 
tor, a realtime input display for level 
checking and an option of storing var¬ 
ious sample banks. The banks can be 
accessed one at a time, so setting up 
triggers for samples within memory is 
not a viable option. It would have 
been useful to have a monitor along 
with the real time display, since you 
can’t tell what is actually being fed 
through the sampler. The only way to 
hear an input is to use the monitor, 
but this gives a low quality represen¬ 
tation of the sound. Recording quality 
is disappointing, since sounds tend to 
come through muffled and distorted. 
Even sampling from CD at the maxi¬ 
mum rate gives a very poor

A miga sampling systems 
are continually being 
updated, remodelled and 
repackaged. Readers will no doubt 
have seen the sampler round-up in 
Issue 22, but there are various sys¬ 
tems appearing we couldn’t get for 
the feature. Datel's Pro Sample 
Studio II system is one such device. 

The hardware is a long box, 
replacing the old parallel port system, 
plugging into the side expansion port 
of the A500. An A2000 version's 
available, requiring you to place a 
board in the casing and fixing a set of 
sockets into the back of the machine. 

On the the back of the unit are 
two stereo phone sockets for line and 
mic inputs and a 5-pin DIN line input. 
This makes mono sampling irritating: 
you have to make up a lead to take a 
mono signal through to a stereo plug, 
otherwise it is going to be difficult to 
get a clear input signal. 

There is no input gain control on 
the unit itself, but inside the casing is 
a screw-type calibration control which 
can be set for optimum response. 


Live transmission 

Most of the sampler program’s 
screen is taken up with the waveform 
displays. At the bottom of the screen 
is a long window split into two. This 
displays the waveforms in the left and 
right channel banks. Two zoom win¬ 
dows at the top of the screen show a 
magnified version of the area sur¬ 
rounding the cursor. 

This zoom system makes it 
rather hard to judge the start and end

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SOUNDING OUT 

Pitched at seventy quid, Pro Sample Studio II is hardly the cheapest sampling system on the market. 
There are a great many other novice systems and even more serious packages available for consider¬ 
ably fewer sheckles. Unfortunately the Datel system doesn’t really offer any advantages over its 
competitors. The sound quality is pretty duff, the editing fiddly and awkward and the hardware is rather 
unwieldy, particularly if you have a hard drive or a large memory expansion set up. 

Serious sampling buffs would be better-off going for a parallel port system with Audiomaster III 
software, while novices would be better going for something like Techno Sound. These give more sam¬ 
pling and effect options while combining an easy and intuitive interface for the user to get to grips with.

The package also comes with a 
simple sequencing programme, the 
Datel Jammer. This allows you to load 
sounds and place them in a simple, 
four channel sequence. Notes are 
entered in step time, with the user 
banging the correct key on the musi¬ 
cal display to enter a note and putting 
rests in to set the beat. 

The program contains a simple 
backing track and the option of auto¬ 
matically working out chords across 
three channels. Unfortunately there is 
no way of tuning samples to combine 
elements from different sources to 
play in harmony. Still, it's designed as 
a beginner's example system so 
novices may find it fun.

I f you like a straightforward, no- 
nonsense piece of kit then this is 
the one to have a look at. It 
works on three main screens with 
windows popping up to augment and 
alter data. The first screen, which is 
also the main one, is the track dis¬ 
play. Up to 32 tracks can be 
recorded on it and each track can be 
named. A double-click brings up a 
window which tells you about the data 
you have recorded and allows you to 
enter other important details, such as 
the volume. 

Ten tracks are visible at any one 
time; the rest you find by scrolling up 
and down. Each track has a record, 
play or mute status and the MIDI

channel number, like many other 
numerical values, can be altered by 
either selecting and entering from the 
keyboard or by double-clicking and 
using the mouse up or down to 
change the value. 

As well as having 16 channels of 
MIDI you also have four channels of 
IFF samples. To get you started 
straight away there is a handy set of 
IFF samples included for you on the 
program disk. 

On the right-hand side of the main 
screen there is a ‘Marker List', which 
is in fact a non-active Cue Sheet. 
Although it doesn’t actually let you do 
anything, it tells you what sections 
are where. 

Two and three in one 

The second screen is the grid edit 
page, called a ‘Step Editor', where 
notes are displayed graphically. The 
grid can be scaled in size to suit and 
notes can be altered by clicking on 
them and altering the data in the box 
that then appears. 

Notes can also be deleted or 
entered in step-time, either from the 
keyboard on the screen or your MIDI 
keyboard. The pitch of the notes is 
lined up against a piano keyboard set 
vertically on the left-hand edge of the 
page. Sadly, you can’t hear the notes 
you are editing although you can play 
the sequence and have it scroll past 
in front of you. 

The final page, the ‘Bar Editor', is 
an overview of all the tracks recorded 
so far. Any part of a track can be 
highlighted and then deleted, cut and 
pasted or copied. This makes dupli¬ 
cating sections of songs relatively

easy as you can work on both single 
and multiple tracks. As with the Step 
Editor, the screen will scroll past in 
play mode. Any marked block can be 
saved out separately. 


One up 

Underneath all three screens are the 
familiar tape recorder style icons to 
whiz you around your song. Song 
position and time elapsed are in two 
separate windows. The tempo, apart 
from being entered via the mouse or 
numeric keys, can be tapped in: you 
click four times on a box in the win¬ 
dow overlay and it works out the 
tempo, which is neat. 

Recordings can be overdubbed 
and with the ‘Undo’ function the last 
section added can be removed. You 
can clean up the notes in tracks by 
‘quantising’, rounding them up to the 
nearest beat or part of a beat, as well 
as other effects. So that you make 
the best of the memory available, you 
can strip out or thin unwanted data. 
Sequencer One saves in both its own 
and MIDI file formats and will also syn¬ 


chronise to external sequencers via 
MIDI and load IFF samples. 

Sequencer One has more than 
enough essential basics to get you 
started. It runs on an A500 and uses 
the internal voices as well. Editing is a 
bit slow but the program represents 
excellent value for money. It comes 
complete with a ‘Hit Kit', a resource 
of literally hundreds of stylised 
rhythm, bass and chord patterns to 
get you going in the right direction. 
The only competitor in this price 
range is Tiger Cub from Dr T.

move the cursor over the grid it 
changes into the name of each pitch 
it is over. The second is the use of a 
clever zoom facility. 

You can also work on a copy of 
the original so that terminal blunders 
can be avoided. Blocks can be 
defined for copying, moving or just 
deleting. As with all of the editors, 
you can replace what pattern or track 
you are editing with another without 
having to return back to the main 
screen. Apart from the fact that you 
cannot actually hear what you are 
doing it is incredibly easy to use, 
unless you are entering new notes in 
the 'Step Mode'. 


The one they've all been waiting for is the Amiga version of one of the music

H ere at last is the rewrite for 
the Amiga of one of 
the best-known computer 
sequencers. It has a full complement 
of features and professional tools as 
you might expect but it can be run on 
an A500. In order to achieve this the 
program actually starts ditching back¬ 
up buffers, Workbench and fast 
screen refresh routines. 

The screen layout features the 
24 tracks laid out across the top of 
the screen with accompanying status 
and MIDI channel output boxes. 
Underneath this is a MIDI meter area 
that shows you three things: MIDI 
data input, MIDI data Thru and MIDI 
playback data. 

Track-laying 

Each track is subdivided into patterns 
which can be of any length and can 
be cut after recording. The tracks 
and patterns can either be played 
back in the order in which they were 
recorded, or arranged as part of an 
overall sequence. All pattern and 
track names are displayed to the 
right of the main screen. 

As is common in up-market soft¬ 
ware there are several ways of 
entering data on screen, with three 
ways of using the mouse to incre¬ 
ment numbers. You could choose 
instead to click and bring up boxes 
with increment sliders or enter the 
number directly. 

The tape transport controls (play, 
record, fast forward and so on) are 
easy to understand. Right below them 
is the choice to synchronise to either 
MTC (MIDI Time Code) or SMPTE, the 
time code used by the film, video and 
television world. 
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Another major area of importance are 
the two sets of locators to the right 
of the screen. The top one indicates 
the actual length of the pattern as it 
was recorded while the lower set gov¬ 
erns editing, looping, punch in and 
out and the like and is crucial for 
many operations.

Off the menu 

All the basic functions are accessed 
from the main screen, while those 
that deal with the editing of tracks 
and individual patterns are pulled 
from the menus. There are several 
ways to edit data that has been put 
into a pattern but sadly I couldn’t find 
one of them that actually played the 
note being edited: an oversight in a 
program of this stature. 

The editing features themselves 
are prodigious and are divided into 
various types. The one most people 
will probably use is the ‘Grid Editor’ 
which displays a left-to-right grid set 
against a vertical piano screen. 
Several neat innovations make this 
rather special. One is that as you 


Feature-packed 

The list of features is far too 
immense to even dip into here, but 
my favourite section is the mixing 
desk. It is a Pandora’s box of good¬ 
ies, like the excellent Echo facility 
which can be set up to repeat notes 
on any track. 

A wealth of facilities and some 
very smart design make this program 
one for the dedicated user. The edit¬ 
ing windows and graphic controls are 
good and the mixer section is first 
rate, especially the echo feature. If 
you could hear the notes you are edit¬ 
ing and see them scroll in playback 
the program would not only be first 
class but get a rosette as well. Its 
main competition is either Omega 
from Dr T (their latest version of KCS) 
or Bars and Pipes Professional.

WORD PROCESSOR 


I f there’s one type of software 
that the Amiga has an excess of, 
it's word processors. New ones 
seem to appear on a monthly basis 
these days, so if you're wondering 
whether Wordworth offers anything 
special, the answer is yes. 

Wordworth is a word processor 
which can also mix graphics in with 
text - a word publisher. Any Amiga 
graphic can be put on to a page, 
although the colours are matched 
down to what the page uses, that is 
16 colours. 

Incidentally, don't get a word pub¬ 
lisher like Wordworth confused with a 
desktop publishing program like 
PageStream. Desktop publishing is 
about designing pages - mixing text

It’s HIP 

Human Interface Protocol is the term 
Digita has selected to describe the 
way that Wordworth operates. I don't 
know why software publishers are 
always dressing up their products 
with new buzz terms, but in this case 
it's very apt. 

Wordworth is extremely easy to 
learn about. That's not to say its a 
simple program - far from it - but 
playing with it is fun, in a similar way 
to the lure of DPaint. Obviously a lot 
of thought has gone into the design 
and presentation. 

For a start, the whole thing 
comes in a box that sits on a shelf. 
The contents can be removed 
through the edge without taking the 
whole box down - nice one Digita. 
The manual bangs on about William 


highlight, select a different font, and it 
changes. Easy. 

This approach doesn’t work too 
well unless the program uses icons to 
select functions, and Wordworth 
does. These run down the left of the 
screen, and duplicate commonly used 
options which are otherwise buried in 
the menus. Things like undoing or 
repeating a command, changing the 
justification or typeface (which font 
you are using) are easy to do. 


AREAS NOT ADDRESSED 

If you’re looking for a word processor which can talk to 
PostScript laser printers, forget Wordworth. It can only print 
text using dot matrix, ink jet and similar printers. It can actu¬ 
ally print out on laser printers, but PostScript will not be 
supported until Version 1.1, due in September. 

It is possible to place the whole dictionary and thesaurus 
in RAM, which takes over 2MB. Access to it is greatly 
speeded up compared with spell checking from a floppy - it 
takes a long time indeed. The program will install onto a hard 
disk though, which is the happiest compromise. 




Wordsworth the poet, with references 
to him both large and small all over 
the place. If he was such an inspira¬ 
tion, why isn’t the program called 
Wordsworth? (Digita couldn't register 
that as a trademark - Ed.) Apart from 
that niggle, it's very easy to get into. 

The reason is simple - 
Wordworth is a WYSIWYG program 
(What You See Is What You Get). Just 
select a font, click on the page and 
start typing. Not happy with the font? 
Just click and drag over the text to 


Finding an alternative 
word can be a chore, 
unless the thesaurus 
comes up with one. 


Loading a picture to include on a 
page is again straightforward. 
Selecting the command brings up a 
requester box, and the picture is 
loaded into the top part of the pic¬ 
ture. It can be dragged to where you 
want it to go, and resized by clicking 
on the corner and dragging the 
mouse. The last procedure is slow, 
but it works well. 

To be honest, a lot of the 
advanced features of Wordworth 
chug along at their own speed. The 
reason behind this is that the pro¬ 
gram has been coded in C, rather 
than machine code, in order to be 
portable across the range of micros 
that can use this sort of very graphi¬ 
cal program. That is, Apple Mac and 
PC Windows machines. 

Write on 

Wordworth boasts to be the 'writer's 
dream', and in some respects this is 
quite true. Producing pretty pages is 
all very well, though, but how does 
the program cope with things like 
checking spelling? 

Wordworth uses the same dictio¬ 
nary system as Protext 5, the 
Collins/Linguibase licence. This is a 
British licence of 116000 words, plus 
30000 words used for medical termi¬ 
nology. A thesaurus is also built in, 
and although not as good as the one 
in Excellence!, it is useful enough 
when you’re stuck for the right word. 

This is an important point - most 
utility software comes from the USA. 
Although this normally doesn't matter,

when it comes to spelling checkers 
it’s usually best to have one designed 
for the language you write in. 

The word processing editing 
tools are all there - cut, copy, paste, 
delete and so on. They are quite fast, 
and the document is always reformat¬ 
ted after a change of this sort. I don't 
know why, but I'm really impressed 
with the cleanliness of using them. 
Editing is a piece of cake. 

Some of the editing features are 
thoughtful additions. How often have 
you wanted to extract part of a docu¬ 
ment, and save it to a different file? I 
know I have. With this program all you 
do is select the section you want by 
clicking and dragging, and then 
choose the save selection option. 

There's more to Wordworth than 
just a set of tools though. Each docu¬ 
ment has an information screen 
attached to it - this shows how many 
printed pages the document will take 
up (there's a selection of page sizes, 
from A3 to A5 plus American stan¬ 
dard legal/business paper), how long 
you've been editing the file, the last 
time you've printed, and so on. 

Worth it? 

You may get the impression that 
Wordworth behaves like a slug, but 
the speed is usually fine unless you're 
reading in HAM pictures. It’s certainly 
better than KindWords, and about 
average for a word publisher. 

Would I use Wordworth to write 
on? No I wouldn't, purely because I 
need speed. With a faster processor 
though, the program really swings. If 
you want a word processor that will 
do exactly what you want, and plan to 
print out on a dot-matrix printer or 
similar, then Wordworth is ideal. 

The manual doesn't just tell you 
how to use the program, it also tells 
you a lot about page layout and what 
to avoid. In fact, a lot of software 
houses could learn how to write a 
manual properly by studying it. 

Finally, if you really want to get a 
taste of Wordworth, then check out 
the demo on this months Coverdisk. 
See P18 for more details.

THE COMPETITION 

There are 50 competitors to Wordworth. While some of them 
offer more facilities or better speed in certain areas, it’s difficult 
to pin one down that is genuinely better all over - and even trick¬ 
ier to find one that’s more user-friendly. 

Pen Pal from Softwood Inc is extremely user-friendly and 
can import graphics for display , but the spelling checker is not 
up to Collins’ standard. Protext 5 from Arnor is fast but is a pain 
to learn properly (I know - I had to). Excellence! by 
Microsystems Software is probably the best contender. This 
offers graphical import, a stunningly good spelling checker and 
thesaurus, and it can print to PostScript files: plus it costs 
slightly less than Wordworth. 

At the end of the day, I have to admit that Wordworth is the 
most user-friendly word publisher on the Amiga. True, it lacks 
some features that will annoy professionals, and it can take its 
time - but as a first-time buy for a general word processor, 
there’s little to fault.

DIGITISER 


D igitising frames from video 
is not usually a cheap affair. 
The market leader in digitis¬ 
ing packages is Rombo’s VIDI Amiga, 
which at the time of its release gave 
good quality at a fairly low price. Now 
Datel has come up with a totally 
revamped version of their real-time 
frame-grabbing package weighing in 
at just under 90 quid, the question is 
how good a system can they manage 
to put out at this price? 

Choosing Sides 

The digitising hardware follows 
Datel’s current trend of redesigning 
their systems to use the side expan¬ 
sion port of the A500 rather than the 
parallel port. The box features power

and in-use LEDs on the front panel, 
while the back panel consists of a 
phono socket to accept a composite 
video input along with brightness and 
contrast controls. These controls are 
a little stiff and fiddly to use, but it 
only takes a couple of minutes to get 
a decent input going into the 
machine. Also, no leads are included 
for connecting your video source, so 
you’ll have to supply your own. 

The software comes on a single 
disk. This contains the digitising pro¬ 
gram itself, along with a couple of 
bonus tools. Interface with the main 
program is by a set of icons down the 
right-hand side of the screen. These 
control the actual frame grabbing and 
sequence controlling functions. 

Digitising is simple enough. Click 
on the video camcorder icon to get a 
signal and adjust your input, then 
you’re ready. To grab a single frame, 
just click on the camera. If you want 
to grab a full sequence however, click 
on the record button. There’s no real 
need to mess around with pausing 
your video, since the grabber works 
in real time, taking a sample in 
l/50th of a second. 

Once you have grabbed your 
image, you can select options from 
the menu bar to cut and paste areas 
of the screen, get a picture-in-picture 
view of the animation or change the 
type of display. All the actions are 
pretty simple and can be undone if 
you make a mistake. 

By clicking on the frame editor 
icon, you are taken to another 
screen. This contains a new set of

controls along with two viewing 
screens. This allows you to edit a 
grabbed sequence. The functions 
include inserting frames from the 
copy buffer into the sequence, cutting 
spare frames and adjusting the start 
and end point. 

Another nice feature is the ability 
to set up time-lapsed photography. 
By setting a time interval between 
frames, it is possible to grab a 
sequence of shots over an extended 
period. Just the thing for animating a 
flower opening! 

Once you have produced your 
film, you can use the player anima¬ 
tors included on the disk to put the 
sequences into your own programs. 


Pretty as a picture 

Seeing as the package comes in at 
just under £90, the picture quality 


and range of features of Video 
Digitiser II are very impressive. The 
clarity of the frames grabbed with the 
system are visibly better than VIDI, 
giving a very smooth representation 
of the original picture. Even low-qual¬ 
ity video sources can give a 
reasonable quality grab. 

The controls are remarkably easy 
to use. Once you get used to a pat¬ 
tern of working, editing pictures and 
animation sequences is quick and 
simple. The range of features, such 
as the inset picture views, display 
options and the bonus player pro¬ 
grams put the package at the top of 
the league in its price range. So if you 
want good-quality mono grabs in real¬ 
time at a budget price, then Datel’s 
system is definitely the one to go for.

T his is the baby brother of 
ProTitler, a French video- 
titling system reviewed in 
AF20.1 really didn’t think that much of 
ProTitler, mainly because it pretended 
to be usable by video professionals. 

Home Titler is obviously a much 
simpler product. It enables you to title 
home videos, and I must admit I was 
rather surprised when actually using 
it. The only downside is that it needs 
1MB and will not copy onto a hard 
disk without lots of hassle. 

Being cheap, the specification is 
not awesome. Home Titler only lets 
you use four colours for your titles. 
Eight fonts can be selected for use in 
your titles, although more can be 
loaded from disk. 

The program is so simple that 
you can use all the features within an 
hour of loading it. The text can be 


I f you’ve been playing around with 
a DTP program like Professional 
Page and you are now wonder- 
ingwhere you can get some 
structured clip art, then look no fur¬ 
ther. This set of two disks contains 
over 170 well drawn objects that 
wouldn’t disgrace anyone’s layout. 

This structured clip art is not the 
IFF bitmaps that Deluxe Paint or simi¬ 
lar programs use. Structured art can 
be stretched or reduced with no loss 
of quality and no blocky looks - it 
looks the same at any size. 

Programs like Professional Draw 
produce this sort of clip art, and it’s 
good to see some support for it. The 
nice thing about this pack is that the 
clip art is very useful. 

All of the symbols included are 
printed out on a large sheet of paper, 
so that you know exactly what you’re 
loading. Even better, they're nearly all 
in glorious colour. 


T his is definitely aimed at the 
weather enthusiast. Weather 
Watcher is a database for 
remembering meteorological informa¬ 
tion on a daily basis - the information 
grows into weeks, months and years. 

Assuming that you’re still reading, 
Weather Watcher is really very good. 
Every time you go to enter informa¬ 
tion, you can scroll through the 
database by month, week or day, so 
getting to the correct date is easy. 

Clicking the left mouse button 
displays all the information in a graph¬ 
ical manner. So there’s a barometer 
for the pressure, a glass for the rain¬ 
fall, and similar cute pictures. The full 
list of statistics are: maximum and 
minimum temperatures, wet and dry 
bulb temperature, humidity, rainfall, 
cloud cover, sunshine, pressure, wind 
direction and wind speed. 

Statistical analysis of the data is 
possible, although it’s a bit preset 
and structured. Included on the disk 


rolled up the screen at a variable 
speed, scrolled across or displayed 
page by page. Nothing fancy but it 
does the job. 

The main thing that strikes me 
about Home Titler is that it’s easy. 
Adjusting the font, colours, rolling 
speed or whatever is done with the 
mouse. It’s very fast too, and I recom¬ 
mend it if you just want to put a few 
titles over some of your home videos.

V ideo Positive was the 
biggest festival of video 
art ever to take place in 
Britiain. So why did we decide to go 
and have a look? Well, there are two 
very good reasons. 

First of all, we wanted to show 
that the Amiga is used by people who 
are accepted as genuine artists. Two 
of the most prominent video artists in 
the country, Julie Myers and Clive 
Gillman, use the Amiga and were 
showing their work at the festival. 

Secondly, we wanted to see if 
there was anything else interesting or 
enjoyable going on that might be 
worth looking out for, and might, per¬ 
haps, spur a few of you on to get 
involved and create exciting new pro¬ 
ductions on your own Amigas. 


Video 

Positive 91 

It's unusual for us to look at an artistic event, but when 
Britain's biggest ever video art festival featured the Amiga 
prominently, BRIAN LARKMAN couldn't stay away... 


What’s this video art, mate? 

Video ‘fine art’ is in danger of being 
an incredibly pretentious idea. We're 
all used to , now, the way that televi¬ 
sion mixes exciting images with 
music or sound, whether it's the 
music videos on The Chart Show or 
the incredible animated links on MTV. 
In a sense, it’s already a kind of art, 
on your telly, every day. 

So is there any point in taking it 
off the telly and putting it in an art 
gallery? Well, the first thing that grabs 
your attention is that there are two 
different approaches to video art. 

Some of the artists are more 
bothered about what’s on the screen, 
so they put all the effort into the con¬ 
tent of the video. Well you could do 
that on the telly. 

Others are keen to take their art 
outside the limits of the screen, so 
they build the monitor into some kind 
if installation. You can either see this 
as simply dressing up the telly 
screen to make it less dull, or you 
can see it as establishing a context 
for the video: it usually depends on 
how well it’s done. 


CLIVE GILLMAN - 
LOSING AT FOOTBALL, 
LOSING AT LIFE! 


Using the Amiga to provide Kick Off -style graphics 
genlocked over live video footage, Clive compares 
the lot of the football player with the trials and 
tribulations we all face in everyday existence. 
Several monitors arranged before a set of goal¬ 
posts, with footballs scattered around, make up 
the installation. A nice analogy lost in a visually 
stunning but difficult to understand piece. One for 
the football fans or the sociologists. 




JULIE MYERS - AMIGA FEMINIST! 



Several months ago, Julie Myers - one of the 
foremost Amiga artists and featured in 
Amiga Format 21 - led a project to introduce 
a group of women animators and videogra- 
phers to animation on the Amiga. The result 
of their work, What She Wants, is a humor¬ 
ous but barbed look at consumerism from a 
woman’s point of view and appropriately 
was displayed on a video wall behind a 
mock shop front in the St John’s Shopping 
Centre, Liverpool. 

Rapid-fire images of babies, cans of 
beans and wedding dresses flash across the 
screens, choreographed skillfully with con¬ 
doms, seagulls, rubbish and aerial views of 
shopping arcades. The video lingered rather 
too long on the Municipal rubbish dump for 
its own good, but that didn’t prevent it from 
literally stopping shoppers in their tracks 
and gathering a large audience. ‘What She 
Wants’ certainly showed what the Amiga can 
do in skilled hands.

PSYGNOSIS SHOWING OFF 

One of the most Interesting bits of the whole festival was a collection of 
video diaries, showing a day-in-the-life of various interesting local charac¬ 
ters, including artists, performers and those well-known game producers 
Psygnosis. Psygnosis work at the sharp end of Amiga graphics and it was 
their incredibly talented Intro team who were showing off their skills, but in 
some ways it was the most disappointing of the 26 two-minute video 
diaries, simply because it was just the intro-animation from The Killing 
Game Show interspersed with just a few shots of the its artist working 
away at his Amiga 3000. 

On the whole the diaries were one of the great successes of the festi¬ 
val, persuading a wide range of shoppers and other ordinary folk to sit 
down and watch for long periods. The most amusing diary was from 
BAGS-I “the best female double act in the world”. 



CHASING SKIRT 

Interactive video made an appearance at Video Positive in 
the Form of Chasing Skirt, an installation by the Australian 
art-and-music duo Severed Heads. What at first sight looks 
like a large room with nothing but two monitors and a key¬ 
board in it, turns out to be one large musical/visual 
instrument that is played by simply moving around inside it. 
Sounds like some tedious exhibit at the Science Museum, I 
know, but try as you might there was no way you could play 
three blind mice. 

The images on screen weren’t the most stunning on 
show at Video Positive, but the system by which they were 
controlled was certainly very interesting. A video camera 
sends a signal to a computer which analyses certain areas 
for changes in shade and triggers the video and sound mod¬ 
ules accordingly. A similar system could surely be made to 
work on the Amiga, and the possibilities are endless, lively 
music being played for people in bright clothes, slower 
music for those in more sombre attire, restful sounds whilst 
you are sat on the settee, and ‘Food, Glorious Food’ as you 
approach the kitchen... 


Lei Cox managed to escape from the 
pop video syndrome by overlaying his 
images in Magnification Maximus with 
large pixellated numbers containing 
further imagery of damaged land¬ 
scapes, mutant sheep and other 
visions of man's indifference to the 
natural world. A powerful and fast 
moving piece of work spread over 
four monitors was only slightly spoilt 
by the indifferent 'quadrophonic' 
soundtrack. A comfortable chair and 
some headphones would have kept 
me enthralled for hours. 

Geography II by Breda Beban and 
Hvorje Horvatic managed to integrate 
the video images perfectly into the 
whole installation - mainly because the 
familiar square image was replaced 


by circular holes looking like three 
two-foot cigarette burns in the cur¬ 
tains. The images showing through 
the holes were of water and fire and 
again I could have sat for hours if 
there had been decent seats. 

Sparkle and Fire by Maria Vedder 
used seven monitors cleverly. 
Objects - grains of sand, crystals, 
galloping horses, a womans face - 
have been videoed moving from right 
to left across the screen and the 
moving images are played back, syn¬ 
chronised so that the image seems to 
move from screen to screen, tum¬ 
bling invisibly across the space 
between. Again you could do the 
same thing on an Amiga with ease - 
but only if you had seven of them! ■ 



Elsewhere in the shopping 
arcades were several other ‘com¬ 
munity’ videos including Seven 
Deadly Sins: large plaster sculp¬ 
tures, each representing one of 
our favourite instincts, contained 
a monitor displaying relevent 
images. The sculptures over¬ 
whelmed the over-literal and 
cliched video images.

One of the weirdest displays, Judith Goddard’s Garden of Earthly Delights is a 20th century version of the Bosch painting, a surreal urban night¬ 
mare of giant insects and big city madness montaged on a Quantel and displayed on three giant monitors.

This is a pre-release: that is, it’s not meant to be used as a full program. Mind you it does do most 
of what it’s supposed to do - namely convert 256 colour IFFs (found on VGA PC systems) into HAM 
mode Amiga pictures. 

It works well, too. The programmer (Dreamer of Whizzcat - a Finn, I believe) invented his own 
graphics mode, called DreamHAM. Pictures in this mode can’t be edited: it’s a non-standard graph¬ 
ics mode that is alien to all paint programs. But HAMLab will save the pictures onto a disk, so that 
they can at least be viewed. 

What is the advantage of DreamHAM over conventional HAM? DreamHAM is specially set up to 
display 256 colours, and the conversions look sharper and brighter than normal HAM images. 

Apparently Dreamer is planning to include the ability to convert 256-colour images down to a 
standard 64, 32, 16, 8, 4 or 2 colour page. I can’t wait to see it - how many VGA PC computers can 
display Amiga HAM images, I wonder? 



Thanks to HamLab, it’s now possible to convert 256 colour IFF ILBM pictures (common on PC 
VGA and Mac systems) without losing any of the colours. 


An amazing collection, is the Fish series. It’s 
continuing apace and the new layout is really 
excellent. First off there's a Fortran 77 lan¬ 
guage, called BCF Fortran. This contains a 
compiler, linker and a runtime support library. 
Sadly it doesn't have any Amiga-specific hooks 
in it, but if you want to port an old Fortran pro¬ 
gram it's ideal. 

Keymenu is one of those programs which 
makes using the Amiga easier. It sets up your 
system to use the cursor and Enter keys to 
make menu selections, which means you don't 
have to use the mouse every time you want to 
select a menu option. Well-documented and 
efficient, it's a great idea for those people who 
are not enthusiastic about mice. 

Last (and least) is a version of that popular 
if aged board game, Yahtzee. TripleYachtZ 
uses all the same rules, except that it has two 
more: points scored in the second column are 
doubled, and points in the third column are 
tripled. It's all right, I suppose, but the program 
uses interlace mode to display its screen - 
interlace text is flickery and horrible. 

EMULATORS 

AMIGANUTS 1030 

Three popular PD emulators on one disk - 
can't be bad. First, there's the Spectrum 48K 
by KGB. To load in Spectrum games from 
tape, you need to attach a sound sampler to 
your computer. The nice bit is that you can 
freeze Spectrum games and then save them to 
disk. The bad part is that it runs pretty slowly - 
about 1/3 the speed of the original Spectrum. 
There’s no sound either, but I don’t think many 
people will miss that... 

For the real Sinclair aficianados among you 
the disk also has a QL emulator on it. The doc¬ 
umentation is much better (it tells you exactly 
how the QL worked in the first place) and 
includes a reasonable version of QDOS for 
those people who want to develop QL software 
- both of them! 

Finally there's the good old A64 emulator 
by Cliff Dugan, which I mentioned in Amiga 
Format 21. In order to use it properly you 
really need to get the hardware from the USA, 
which lets you attach C64 printers and disk 
drives on to your Amiga - all very reasonable 
at just $30.

Remember the good old days of the C64, 
when you loaded up US Gold games and got a 
picture of the Stars and Stripes together with 
the musical anthem? This disk does exactly the 
same. Classic! 

Similar feelings of nostalgia waved over 
me when I saw the games. Grid Runner was 
one of Jeff Minter's (he of the hairy Llamasoft) 
earliest successes, and the Amiga version is 
just as good - if not better - as the original. It 
plays like a futuristic Centipede game, and is a 
genuine version - apparently the Yak helped, 
advised and allowed the project. 

The Invaders is not a reincarnation of that 
long-extinct game of the same name. Instead, 
it’s a scrolling game where you take on some 
large alien spaceships which bimble along 
towards you. Although lacking in pace, the 
graphics and sound are very good - the ships 
don’t just explode, they crash and burn. 

For all those who’ve yet to see a version of 
Breakout , Rebound fits the bill. Its got all the 
features you either love or hate, and that's 
about all I can say about it. I’m looking forward 
to the next Mental Image disk. 

17 BIT 

EDUCATIONAL 

17 BIT 985 

Those people at 17 Bit have been bringing out 
the occasional educational disk for some time 
now. Although mostly low-quality AmigaBasic 
offerings, this one caught my attention mainly 
because it’s aimed at a higher level than the 
usual Three R’ subjects. 

The disk's main attractions are two gravity 
simulators. The first, GravSim by Richard Frost, 
is a very fast two-dimensional affair with simple 
menu controls. It's very good at showing orbits 
and velocities, and how up to six planets inter¬ 
act with each other - they can all have different 
starting velocities and masses. 

Gravity Well from Gary Teachout is a more 
ambitious program. For a start it works in three 
dimensions, with side, above and front views 
displayed simultaneously. The program isn't 
quite as fast as GravSim, but is much more 
realistic. The options are numerous, and you 
can have lots of fun while learning how masses 
interact over time. 

Airfoil follows in a similar vein. It shows 
how different wing profiles have different lift 


PLAY IT SAFE (1MB) 

AMOS LPD14 


This is novel. It’s an educational program designed to teach young children some of the everyday 
dangers in the home. You only need a mouse to control it, and the keyboard to enter the child’s 
name - it works well. 

The plot is simple. A home has been invaded by a group of beasties who’ve left it in a bit of a 
state. You start outside the house, and choose which area to investigate next - move the mouse 
and click. 

There are nine of these areas, ranging from the stairs (very easy) to the bathroom (tricky). 
When you move the mouse, a bear moves around the screen - to investigate an object just click on 
it. 

Every time you get one right, a message appears at the bottom of the screen. This explains 
what the object is and prompts some explanation - it’s a good idea to sit with the child, to read out 
the messages and explain why a particular object is dangerous in that place. 

To keep the young un happy, the bear promptly wheels out a picture of the beastie that 

messed up the room. This builds up 
into a complete picture when all of 
the hazards have been discovered - 
the room is then complete. 

Although nothing fancy in looks, 
the program is well thought out and 
easy to use. A score card is kept, to 
keep track of the child’s progress. A 
good idea from Anne and Len 
Tucker. 

Another hazard avoided, the bear 
brings out the picture and tells 
you the nature of the danger to 
explain to your child - innovative 
ideas from Play it Safe.

Each plane is fairly small, but they are all 
differently shaped and coloured — it's easy to 
tell who is who. Players can select to play on 
either the red or blue teams, and the idea is to 
shoot the other team down in flames. 

If you get shot down, one of two things 
happen: either you eject safely, in which case 


you get a plane back on the screen, or the 
parachute doesn’t open and you plunge to your 
doom. It's possible to destroy the 'chutes on 
their way down - irritating other players. 

There are bonuses to pick up by shooting 
helicopters and large jets - things like homing 
missiles, shields and so on. It can make for an 
interesting game when someone’s on your tail 
and you can't wriggle out of the situation. 

Although originally written in AMOS Basic, 
the program was compiled by A & A Fothergill 
into machine code using an early version of the 
AMOS compiler. The planes can really speed 
up for some fast and furious action. Check it 
out for some harmless fun.

Cheap printers are usually dot 
matrix 9 or 24-pin jobbies. 
Personally I prefer 9-pin printers - 
the graphics dumps usually look 
better, and the text is acceptable. 
24-pin printers do quite excellent 
text but often disappoint on the 
graphics side. 

Check out the Star LC10 or 
the Citizen Swift 9 - they’re both 
good, but they don't take A3 
paper. If you want an A3-sized 
printer, plus colour, plus graphics 
then it's not going to be cheap. 

As for a cheap word proces¬ 
sor which works on a 512K 
Amiga, look at Protext 4 from 
Arnor. This costs about £50 when 
bought through mail order, and is 
very fast, if difficult to get used to. 

BLOWN UP 

I have owned an A500 for about a 
year and I was really impressed 
with its abilities. Unfortunately it's 
just out of guarantee and the 
power pack has blown. I'm told 
that it cannot be fixed and that I 
have to buy a new one. 

I have also been told that a 
Commodore one will set me back 
about £80! Other Amiga owners 
have the same problem - I cer¬ 
tainly know a few. 

Poor students like me cannot 
afford extended warranties so the 
shop will not replace it. Here are a 
few questions:

6 You are now on frame two. Call up the ‘Effect’ 
menu and select ‘Stencil’.

14 Draw in frame two over the grey image, making 
the changes to animate. 

15 Call up the effect menu and select the Stencil 
option once again.

17 Click on the Filled box icon again and drag a box 
around the whole area of your drawing. This time, 
though, use the right mouse button so it fills with 
your background colour. 

18 There you have it - your second onion skin, 
based on the first.

Hmm. You didn't give me many 
details to go on, and our review 
copy has winged its way back to 
the software house. There are two 
possibilities that I can think of: 

1) Your software is not running to 
the PAL video standard. Some 
video software is written to work 
with the NTSC standard, which has 
less horizontal lines than a PAL 
screen - hence a dark area at 
the bottom. 

2) You are using a Commodore 
genlock in an A2000/A1500. This 
genlock is notorious for giving an 
incorrect output. Some very good 
software like Broadcast Titler can 
be made to give allowances for 
this, but Title Page doesn't. 

DAMAGE LIMITATION 

If you own a second disk drive as 
well as a copy of Virus Expert then 
I know of a great way that you can 
save all your games from being 
trashed by bootblock viruses. 

Insert the game disk in the 
drive dfl: and then load up Virus 
Expert in dfO:. While Virus Expert 
is booting up you’ll get an error 
message saying dfl: is unread¬ 


able. Click on cancel until Virus 
Expert has loaded. 

Get the bootblock from the 
games disk and save it onto a dif¬ 
ferent floppy. If that game’s 
bootblock is overwritten by a 
virus, simply use Virus Expert to 
put the correct bootblock back 
onto the disk. This doesn’t work 
with a single drive, but it might 
with other virus killers.

MORE MIDI 

After reading CJ Knight's letter in 
AF21 regarding his problem with a 
MIDI keyboard and his Amiga, I felt 
inclined to offer some advice and 
experience both to CJ Knight and 
to other MIDI musicians. 

The problem sounds suspi¬ 
ciously like a 5-pin DIN audio cable 
being used, rather than a genuine 
MIDI cable - MIDI requires all pin 
connections to go to exactly the 
same connections (pin 1 to pin 1, 
2 to 2, and so on). Audio cables 
often swap the wires going to pins 
4 and 5. No damage can occur, 
as MIDI ports are optically isolated 
to prevent feedback or surges - it 
just won't work. 

Changing the baud rate is not 
going to work, because every MIDI 
package bypasses the AmigaDOS 
serial settings and uses its own 
custom driver. MIDI works at 
31.25 KHz by the way. 

Finally, for people who find the 
Amiga flickery interlace modes irri¬ 
tating, try wearing a dark pair of 
sunglasses. This polarises the 
light waves to give the impression 
of a rock-steady picture.

AUTOBOOTING BASIC 1 


I’ve had my A500 for four months. Apart from playing 
games and drawing the usual pictures on DPaint II I 
haven’t achieved much in the way of programming. 

One thing that I have managed to do is to write a 
program, by using Amiga Basic, to keep up to date 
result tables for the Heineken Ice Hockey Leagues 
(keen ice-hockey fan that I am) and to print the new 
table. It works all right but I have to load Workbench, 
then load Amiga Basic from a separate disk, then load 
my file. I have tried and tried to make a stand-alone 
disk but all to no avail. 

Please could you point me in the right direction to 
enable me to use the program from one disk (I’m just 


being lazy I guess) upon switching the machine on.

This is clearly a far more widespread problem than I 
realised when I answered Craig P McCormick’s letter 
‘‘You’re stiffed”. He was very vague about what he 
wanted exactly - a compiled version of a Basic pro¬ 
gram which autobooted. Here goes. 

There is a compiler for Amiga Basic. It’s called 
A/C Basic, and is available on the public domain - 
Fred Fish disk 347 to be exact. (Thank you Simon 
Marsden, Peterborough). The next letter covers auto¬ 
booting Basic programs. 


AUTOBOOTING BASIC 2 


First of all duplicate your Workbench disk and make 
some space on this copy by moving Preferences and 
Utilities into the trashcan and selecting ‘Empty Trash’ 
from the disk menu. Open the RAM disk and move the 
window to the top right of the screen. Insert your 
Extras disk and open it (double click on it). Make sure 
you can see both the RAM disk window and the Extras 
window by moving the Extras window to the bottom 
left of the screen. 

Now drag the Amiga Basic icon into the RAM disk 
window. Do the same for your Amiga Basic program 
which you want to autoboot. Now close the Extras 
window and open the Workbench window again. Drag 
the Amiga Basic icon and the Amiga Basic program 
icon into the Workbench window (make sure that the 
icons don’t lie on top of each other as they may disap¬ 
pear into drawers). Check that your Amiga Basic 
program works by double clicking on its icon. If all is 
well select quit from one of the menus and return to 
Workbench. If it doesn’t load and run then you will 
need to start from the beginning again. 

Enter the CLI or Shell and type:- 

delete s/startup-sequence 

ed s/startup-sequence 


The computer should tell you that it’s creating a 
new file or something of that sort. When the screen 
clears type:- 

:AmigaBasic youramigabasicprogramf ilename 

Press ESC, then X and finally return to save the 
new startup-sequence. When the drive stops reset 
your computer to auto the Amiga Basic program. 

Note that you can still edit the program as normal. 
To return to Workbench from the autobooting disk 
select Stop then Quit from the menu. Now type:- 

LoadWB 

Endcli 

You will now find yourself staring at the 
Workbench screen.

KINDER KINDWORDS 


Preferences VI,3,18 


Like Trevor McAvoy of Worcester, KindWords and 
my Star LC200 also will not print out the same 
unwanted characters as he described in his letter in 
Amiga Format 22. This puzzled me for some while 
before finally cracking it. 

The solution is simple - you need to change the 
printer type using the Preferences program, and 
save the changes to the KindWords disk. Although 
the KindWords program disk does not actually con¬ 
tain the tool, the Superfonts disk does. 

Changing the printer type is easy. Load the 
KindsWords program disk. When the Workbench has 
finished loading, the KindWords icon will be dis¬ 
played at the top right. Take out the KindWords disk 
and put in the Superfonts disk. Double click on the 
Superfonts icon, and again on the Preferences icon. 

The Preferences screen will be displayed. Select 
Choose Printer and try the different options out. My 

system was originally set up for the CBM MPS1000, but after trying the various Epson variants, I found that the 
EpsonX option worked perfectly well, and I no longer have the ghost printing on my letters. 

In a similar manner, the paper width, length, type (fanfold or single sheet) and print quality (draft or letter) 
can also be specified as the system default from the Preferences tool. Don’t forget to click on Save to save the 
setting onto the KindWords disk. 

If you have two disk drives then you will find that it’s even easier, because you don’t have to swap disks - 
make sure that KindWords is in DFO: (the floppy drive that the system loads a disk from) and the Superfonts 
disk is any other drive.

Thanks for explaining how Trevor can sort out his problems, and indeed thank you to the many readers who 
wrote in with solutions - none were as straightforward as his though. It’s a very common problem judging by 
the response. 

If you have a program that won’t work with a printer unless you start Workbench first, then try the above tip 
with a couple of changes. Where it says to use the KindWords disk, use the program disk (that is, switch on 
your machine and insert it). When you should swap disks and insert the Superfonts disk, put the Workbench 
disk in and double click on the Workbench icon, then the Preferences icon and so on. 

If you have software which doesn’t print out properly from a hard disk, use the copy of Preferences on the 
hard disk to change the printer driver. EpsonX is probably the most compatible driver, but don’t be afraid to 
experiment with all the drivers that you can lay your hands on.

NON-STANDARD 

After hearing my Enigma CD for 
the fourth time I got bored and 
decided to dismember my A500. 
Lo and behold a fatter Agnus. 
Looking at back issues of AF, I 
found the conversion for 1MB of 
chip RAM. After doing the conver¬ 
sion, the moment of truth... 

Power on, 1MB of chip RAM! 
No fast RAM, which was odd - I 
had a 1.3 MB RAM expansion from 
Ashcom, giving me a total of 1.8 
MB of RAM. After three beers we 
couldn’t think of a solution so the 
conversion was reversed and now 
my fast RAM is back. I would 
rather like to have 1MB of chip 
RAM, any ideas?

Oh dear. The Ashcom 1.8 MB 
expansion will only give you 1MB 
of chip RAM - the rest is lost. The 
only expansion with a chip mem¬ 
ory option is the ICD AdRAM. 

What you can do is remove 
the chips from the memory expan¬ 
sion that are not being used, and 
plug them into a memory expan¬ 
sion that sits on the left-hand side 
of the Amiga. 

The only trouble is, the chips 
don't plug into a Cortex (the best 
large memory expansion for the 
A500) or many of the more expan¬ 
sive hard drives. 

But they will fit into certain 
hard drives, like the A590 or the 


SupraDrive 500XP. Consider buy¬ 
ing one of these - you may find it 
will change the way you use your 
computer forever.

I have noticed many people com¬ 
plaining (justifiably) about the 
10-inch restriction in the original 
HP LaserJet Preferences printer 
driver. There are many ways to 
solve this - here are two: 


Patch the original driver. This 
involves changing the bytes at 
sector 10 offset 15E from E5 80 
DO 81 to read E7 80 90 81. This 
isn't that tricky to do with a file 
editor such as Newzap on a COPY 
of the HP LaserJet file. 

This will give a 14-inch page 
length, although the driver 
imposes its own half-inch margin 
at the top of the page. This allows 
full A4 printouts from the likes of 
Professional Page, Pagestream 
and other software. 

Get a new driver. On JAM disk 
two (JAM 0895 74449) there are 
new drivers for both LaserJet and 
DeskJet printers written by 


Svante Gellerstam. As well as pro¬ 
viding increased speed they use 
Preference page-length settings to 
determine how long a page image 
is. The disk costs just £2. 

With this driver I have found 
that printing from AmigaVision or 
attempting to print a rescaled 
page from Professional Page will 
cause a guru, it is for this reason 
that I keep both the patched driver 
and the updated driver in 
devs/printers and select the 
appropriate one for the job.

SERIAL LINK 


I am interested in linking the Amiga to a C64 via 
the serial port of both machines. I understand 
that it is possible, as the subject has been men¬ 
tioned in both AF and AmigaDOS Inside & Out 
(Abacus book) but I have never come across a 
suitable connecting lead. 

I have the pinouts for both computers 
(which I enclose). I have also successfully 
linked two Amigas when using NComm, and 
found that creating a Shell on the other Amiga 
using the following command to be very useful 
for disk management: 

NEWSHELL >AUX: 

I wish to be able to utilise this concept with my 
trusty C64 as the terminal. Writing the software 
on the C64 shouldn’t be too difficult in Basic 
but I have found difficulty in constructing a suit¬ 
able lead for the job.

The C64 does not have a true RS232 port. The 
C64 serial port is not compatible with RS232. 
Having said that, a few years ago some compa¬ 
nies made adaptor boxes which plugged into 
the serial port and produced RS232 compatible 
data on a standard 25-pin DIN - so all you 
would need is a standard null modem cable, 
and one of these adaptors/interfaces. 



SERIAL LINK: The C64 is infamous for it s 
incompatible serial port. Communication 
with an Amiga through the RS232 connector 
needs an extra box. 

They’re not easy to track down though - do 
some detective work: phone up local computer 
shops for old stock, check out classified adver¬ 
tisements and try some C64 peripheral 
manufacturers like Datel (0782 273815) or 
Evesham Micros (0386 765500). 


MINOR DIFFERENCES 

I am getting fairly frustrated with my Amstrad 
CPC6128, this is due to the fact that you can¬ 
not get much quality software for it. So I am 
thinking of buying an Amiga. But the only prob¬ 
lem is, I do not know which one to buy. Could 
you please tell me the differences between the 
A500, A1500, A2000 and A3000. 

Is it just as easy to get software for the lat¬ 
ter three as the A500, and is there a good 
selection to choose from? And is it worth 
spending an extra £500 for an A1500?

The A500 is a nice solid, all-in-one computer. 
The keyboard is built in, and most peripherals 
have to be plugged into the back, side or 
underneath. Some things can go on the inside 
but these are usually non-standard in some 
respect or other. 

The A1500 is an A2000 with a different 
sticker on it. The £500 extra you mention does 
include a colour monitor, and the A1500 has 
two floppy drives as standard (this is a Very 
Good Thing when using an Amiga). The key¬ 
board is a separate part, joysticks and mice 
plug into the front for easier access. 


The A2000/A1500 has a lot of room for 
expansion on the inside. You can internally fit 
hard disks, extra memory, extremely fast accel¬ 
erator cards, 24-bit graphics cards and flicker 
fixers. Although you can fit most of these to an 
A500, the A2000/A1500 versions are usually 
cheaper, because they do not need a separate 
power supply or case. 

The A3000 is a bit of a beast. It has a 
much faster processor as standard, a flicker 
fixer, it can take some amazing peripherals 
(once they've been invented) and costs about 
£3000. It uses Workbench 2.0, which is a 
much hailed but little seen update to the 
Amiga's operating system. 

As for software, by and large it's pretty 
standard for A500 and A2000/A1500 users. If 
it needs 1MB of memory and you have 1MB of 
memory, usually it works. The exceptions were 
usually written too long ago to be compatible - 
the more recent the software, the better the 
chances that it will work. A fair proportion of 
PD software doesn’t work on unexpanded 
A2000/A1500, because PD programmers usu¬ 
ally have A500s. 

The A3000 is the oddball, because it's too 
new for many programmers to have got to 


MR MISERY 

I am a 25-year-old-married man whose only joy 
in life is my Amiga. Recently I turned on my 
baby (that's the computer, not the wife) and 
what happened? Naff all, that's what. I got the 
usual VI.3 but when I tried to load anything the 
drive drove, the light lit, and the screen gave 
me the Vs (as in the VI.3 screen). 

I thought it might be a dirty drive, so I 
cleaned it: nothing happened. I checked the 
connections and there was still nothing. After a 
lot of trying I got my Workbench disk to load, 
and noticed that the memory meter read 
864960, not the usual 865056 (yes I have a 
1MB machine). 

I turned off the expansion, and it went 
down to 427248. Do I take my baby back to 
the doctors or just the expansion? One more 
question - on the main board inside the com¬ 
puter I noticed a series of gaps for memory 
chips. If I buy these chips and fit them will I get 
a 1.5 MB machine or not?

Hmm. A little piece of memory is missing - 
possibly it's occupied by a computer virus pro¬ 
gram. These horrible little nasties tend to copy 
themselves over onto other disks. So if you 
happen to have come across an infected disk, 
your entire collection might well have decided 
to go up the spout. 

There is a solution though. First, get a 
decent virus killer - every Amiga owner should 
have at least one of these. The latest and best 
that I've seen is Master Virus Killer 2.0. This is 
available from various Public Domain libraries 
and will set you back two or three quid. 
Assuming that you leave your computer off for 
a few minutes and you can then get disks to 
load (ones that are not infected) you should be 
able to disinfect most of your disks. 

To avoid getting a virus in the first place, 
always check any new disk with a virus-killer 
program. If possible, write protect your disks - 
move the tab in the corner so that you can see 
through it. No virus can copy itself onto a disk 
protected like that. 

If it's not a virus (but it sounds very much 
like one to me) then your computer may need 
to be repaired. It's not your memory expansion, 
from your letter it sounds fine. 

As for the extra memory - forget it. Putting 
in extra chips there will occupy the same mem¬ 
ory as your expansion. That is, if you didn’t 
have an expansion then it would work. As 
you've already gone to the expense of buying 
the expansion, there's no point.

Will I be able to buy any software over there for 
my A500? When will A500 owners be able to 
upgrade to Workbench 2.0 and will there be 
any software incompatibility problems? When 
will the Commodore CD drive be available for 
the A500 and will it allow all of the CDTV soft¬ 
ware to run on a normal Amiga?

I really want to know what a Bridgeboard is. Will 
it work with some PC hardware?

A Bridgeboard is a card that fits inside the 
A2000/A1500 type of computers. Usually it 
comes with a 5.25-inch drive, and provides a 
very high level of PC compatibility - and yes, it 
does allow you to plug in PC cards on the 
inside of the computer. 

DUMB SECOND DRIVE 

I am having an unusual problem with my 1MB 
Kickstart 1.3 A500. It's got a few extras, that 
is a Marconi trackerball, a Naksha mouse and 
an Evesham Micro's external floppy disk drive. 
The problem lies with the A500 communicating 
with the extra drive. 

If I load a multi-disk game that doesn't use 
Workbench (it bypasses the operating system) 
then the external drive works fine. I'm talking 
about F29, Obitus and Elvira. The computer will 
read disks in either drive quite happily. 

If I use Harpoon, 'Nam, Photon Paint or 
even Workbench the external drive refuses to 
work until the computer has been turned on for 
a while. I have to play a couple of games of Ml 
Tank Platoon before the drive will work. 

I have returned the drive to where I bought 
it. It was tested on a brand-new machine 
(straight out of the box) and it worked perfectly 
with everything. Here are some suggestions I 
have received from various people: 

“You need all Commodore equipment or 
else things will clash”. 

“The connector on your computer is 
probably damaged ”. 


“You're Gary chip is on the way out”. 
Wouldn't this affect the internal drive too? 

Somehow I don't think any of these are 
quite near the mark. I do have one suggestion 
- Kickstart has bugs in it the size of elephants, 
could this be one of them? I don't want to 
replace something and then find that the prob¬ 
lem lies somewhere else.

Spooky. I honestly don't know for sure, but it 
could indeed be that some of the internals of 
your Amiga are on their way out. Intermittent 
faults are the hardest to diagnose - have any 
other readers had a similar experience? 

HARD, NOT FLOPPY 

I have an expanded A500 with Kickstart 1.2. I 
am thinking of buying a hard drive (probably an 
A590) and I am a bit confused as I've been told 
that this will not autoboot with my version of 
Kickstart. What does this mean? 

Will I have to boot from a floppy, or can I 
improve my Kickstart - if so how? Would I have 
to buy a better power pack or will my present 
one be able to handle the addition of a hard 
disk. Any thoughts or suggestions would be 
most welcome. 

Also, is it possible to include the ZeroVirus 
program in the startup-sequence so that it 
automatically checks any disks that are 
inserted? If so, how?

Kickstart is a set of programs that lives on a 
chip inside the Amiga that gives a standard way 
of using the funky bits like graphics and sound. 
Over the years it's been tweaked and had bits 
added. Version 1.2 was not designed to take 
advantage of a hard disk. 

It will not notice a hard disk, so you have to 
boot from a floppy, which tells the machine 
how to communicate with the hard disk. 

Kickstart 1.3 does let hard disks autoboot 
(although if you leave a floppy in the disk drive 
then it will boot from that instead). Upgrading 
the Kickstart is a very simple task to do if

you're used to electronics, and not too bad if 
you're a novice. 

You have to get the new Kickstart chip (it 
costs between £30 and £40) and unscrew your 
Amiga. Take out the keyboard (the purple wire 
usually goes on the right-hand side - check it 
before you take it out), remove the metal 
shield, and zero in on the left-hand side of the 
board. The Kickstart chip is on the right-hand 
side of the 68000 chip - this is over on the 
left, and is the biggest chip on the board. 

Make a note of the notch on the Kickstart 
chip - this is towards the bottom end. The 
notch on the new chip has to match up. Using 
either a flat-bladed screwdriver or a proper chip 
extractor, gently lever the old chip out, prising 
the ends alternately. 

Examine the new chip to make sure that 
none of the pins are bent out of true (if they are 
you'll need to bend them back) and gently push 
it into the socket, making sure that all of the 
pins have gone into their holes. 

Fit the shield, plug the keyboard back in 
the right way, screw it back together and when 
you turn on your machine it will display a 1.3 
message rather than a 1.2 message. And it will 
autoboot hard drives. 

The A590 comes with its own power pack 
as standard - so do many other hard drives, 
which means less wear and tear on the A500s 
power supply. Check this before you buy. 

Assuming you have copied ZeroVirus onto 
a copy of your Workbench disk (you'll have to 
get rid of some of the stuff on Workbench first) 
double click on the Shell or CLI icon and type: 

ed s/startup-sequence 

Go to the bottom of the startup-sequence 
by pressing the down cursor key. At the bot¬ 
tom of the existing startup-sequence, add this 
bit of text:- 

ZeroVirus/ZeroVirus 

Press Esc, then X, then return, and when 
you reboot ZeroVirus should start running.

Could you suggest some good gadgets to get? Can you suggest some 
good flight sims for my dad?

MIDI stands for Musical Instrument Digital Interface. Musical instruments 
can make noises in two ways - you can either play them, or work out the 
songs on your Amiga first, and then pump the numbers down into the 
instrument, which then plays the music. 

MIDI is really a way of wiring a plug, plus a few other bits. These 
plugs can take cables to transfer musical information in a digital form - 
digital means that computers can understand and manipulate the infor¬ 
mation, because it’s a set of numbers. 

There’s a lot more to learn about MIDI. Rather than buy a Midi 
Interface with your £20, I recommend that you get a public domain pro¬ 
gram called MED. This will let you play around with music on your Amiga 
(it uses Amiga sounds) but also let’s you put data out through a MIDI 
interface down to a MIDI musical instrument. With the rest of your 
money, you might consider buying a book on the subject - although I’ve 
yet to see a really good one, to be honest. 

Flight sims: check out FI 9 Stealth Fighter by MicroProse (very 
playable), FI6 Combat Pilot from Digital Integration (tough but realistic), 
FA-18 Interceptor by Electronic Arts (Excellent flying feel).

W elcome back everyone. 

Judging from the feed¬ 
back to the helpline 
many of you are becoming black 
belts in the art of Workbench and 
starting to experiment more with your 
machine. This is good news, but it 
also means you want to know more. 
Printers are still causing all sorts of 
problems, so this part includes some 
more guidelines for printer owners. 

Those of you who haven’t got a 
printer yet need not worry, there is 
something here for everyone, includ¬ 
ing some guidance in use of the 
AmigaDOS interface. This is not a full 
tutorial on AmigaDOS, that comes 
later, but these instructions are nec¬ 
essary to overcome some of the 
more irksome printer problems.

LESSON 22: ADDING A 
NEW AMIGADOS 
COMMAND 

Letters to the helpline over the last 
few months have included a lot of 
printer queries. Most of you have 
managed to get standard applications 
like Workbench and DPaint printing to 
your satisfaction - but some non-stan¬ 
dard (usually public domain) disks are 
causing a few difficulties. 

These problems are understand¬ 
able, and not always easy to get 
round, and the best cures require 
knowledge of the Shell or the CLI. 
These instructions will, therefore, be 
general hints to get you going. Our 
hallowed editor is investigating the 
possibility of a complete feature dedi¬ 
cated to the whole subject of printers 
- so if you want more, just write and 
let him know! 

Printers are controlled by some 
very clever software, which is what 
makes them appear so complex. 
Once you have configured a 
Workbench disk, printing directly from 
that is usually quite simple. Problems 
start to crop up when you want to 
print a file from another disk: espe¬ 
cially if you have to boot from it first. 
So far, this series has only addressed 
the major sticking point with 
Workbench 1.3, the printer driver, but 
there is more to it than that. 

For now, we'll use a bit of Shell 
trickery to help you get started print¬ 
ing files from other disks. We’ll also 
make two often used commands 
more easily available. Two methods 
are outlined here: use whichever you 
feel most comfortable with. If you are 


still tied down with Workbench 1.2, 
this will not apply to you because you 
do not have a Shell. Don't despair! 
Just skip to the third method, which 
can be used from any version. 

Remember throughout this lesson 
that after you have typed a line into 
the CLI or the Shell, you should then 
press the Return key to enter it into 
the computer. 

Method One - using ED 

1: Open (double-click) the Shell icon. 
2: At the prompt (l.SYS>) type the 
following: 

ED S:Shell-startup 


file. Now enter the following: 

RESIDENT C:DIR 
RESIDENT C:COPY 
ALIAS PRINT COPY 0 TO PRT: 

4: Now press the key marked ESC. 
Note how the cursor block jumps to 
the at the bottom of the screen. 
Press X and Return and ED will save 
the modifications and exit. You may 
have to move the write-protect tab on 
your Workbench disk to do this. 

5: That completes the change - you 
only have to do this once. Now close 
the Shell using the ENDCLI command. 
(See Diagram 1.) 


3: You have just told AmigaDOS to 
edit a command file - a script - which 
controls the behaviour of your Shell. 
This is a complex-looking file, so for 
now just press the down cursor-key 
until the block gets to the end of the

Method Two - using redirection 

1: This method is the fastest but it is 
prone to error. 

2: At the Shell prompt (l.SYS>) type 
the following exactly. There are three 
complete lines, each starting with the 
word ECHO - publishing constraints 
can wrap the lines so watch out for 
this. This method writes directly to 
the file. If you make a mistake, how¬ 
ever slight, use ED as described 
above to fix it. (See Diagram 2.) 

3: Finally close the Shell using the 
ENDCLI command.

4: Now press ESC, X and then Return 
to make ED save the modifications 
and exit. You may have to move the 
write-protect tab on your Workbench 
disk to do this. Now close the CLI 
with the command: 

ENDCLI 

LESSON 23: USING 
PRINT FROM 
WORKBENCH DISKS 

Whichever method you used, your 
Shell has just received a new com¬ 
mand - a new AmigaDOS command, 
in effect - PRINT, which will allow you 
to print any plain text file. Plain means 
text without extra printing codes - 
these will be the majority. 

The text viewer PPMore is some¬ 
times used to view packed text files - 
PRINT will not work with those, unless 
you unpack them first with Power 
Packer. (Power Packer is a widely 
available Shareware utility - though 
Version 3 is commercial - which you 
should get if you use a lot of PD soft¬ 
ware.) As a rule, if the file uses MORE 
(look at the icon's DEFAULT TOOL) 
you can use PRINT on it. 

1: Open the Shell (CLI for 1.2 
Workbench). This will take slightly 
longer than usual because new com¬ 
mands are being added. 

2: Now pop the disk you want to print 
from into the internal drive. Open it 
from the Workbench and look for the 
icon you want to print. It could be 
called ‘READ ME 1st’, ‘Readme.doc' 
or something similar. For this exam¬ 
ple, let's assume you want to print a 
file called READ ME and it is stored in 
the DOCS drawer: drawers cause 
another common problem. 


3: Now enter this: 

CD DFO: 

That makes sure AmigaDOS knows 
you have changed disk. 

4: Now we need to check which 
drawer we want. (If the file you want 
to print is in the disk's first window, 
you can skip this.) Enter the following 
- AmigaDOS' response is shown in 
italics - but remember, every disk is 
different: (See Diagram 4.)

5: You can see there are four entries 
here, but only two had icons on the 
Workbench display: DOCS and 
SOURCE - and where are all those 
other icons? This is quite normal. 
Used in this way the DIR command 
only lists directories (drawers on 
Workbench) and items only appear if 
they have an icon associated with 
them. The directory we are interested 
in is DOCS, so the following com¬ 
mand will enter that directory. 

CD DOCS 

6: Now we'll use DIR again to dis¬ 
cover what is in this directory. From 
the Workbench, this fictional disk only 
displays one file - READ ME. But what 
else is in there? (See Diagram 5.) 


Your printer is known to the Amiga as 
a ‘device'. In order to use it therefore, 
you need the software to control it - 
this is called a ‘device driver'. The 
printer's device driver in turn uses 
some other files which tell it: what 
type of printer it is; where to find it; 
and how to control it. 

With the exception of the control 
file (the printer driver) all these are 
already present on the Workbench. 
This is not the case with all disks, 
which is why you have to use 
AmigaDOS to print some text files. 

Many of you are still naturally 
fearful of AmigaDOS and prefer to 
use utilities such as SID, and several 
readers have written in wanting to 
print from PPMore. Both these are 
capable of printing provided that the

7: It is quite common for extra files 
to get stuck willy-nilly on PD disks like 
this and they are often worth investi¬ 
gation. The file we are interested in is 
READ ME. As a matter of interest, any 
files marked something.info are icons 
- the pictures displayed by 
Workbench. The blank .info is a pri¬ 
vate Workbench file. 

8: Finally, we can print the file. If you 
are using Workbench 1.3 and have 


boot disk is correctly set up. 

This problem occurs frequently, 
sometimes because there is insuffi¬ 
cient room on the disk for the 
required files or, more commonly in 
the case of PD compilations, because 
someone was too lazy to check. 

The following files are directly 
involved in controlling your printer: 

printer.device 
parallel.device*

[a specific printer driver] 

* serial.device this is used for 
serial printers 

To add complexity to confusion, all of 
these must be in the correct directo¬ 
ries and the printer driver named in 
system-configuration must be present 
too! It is possible to write a program 
to check if a boot disk is capable of 
supporting a printer, but it is much 
simpler to use AmigaDOS: it is not 
possible from the Workbench. 

However, before even attempting 
to make the disk suitable for use with 
a printer, you must first ensure there 
is enough room. In the worst case, if 
all the files and directories are miss¬ 
ing, you need at least 92 blocks free. 
You can discover this by inserting the 
disk, clicking its icon, and selecting 
'info' from the Workbench menu. Even 
if there are less than 92 blocks, you 
may still be able to use the disk, but 
things start getting a little tight.

This information does not create a 
boot disk, but it will convert a 
bootable disk into one you can print 
from - assuming the applications 
already on the disk allow it. 

Even so, there is more than one 
way to skin a printer: for instance it is 
possible to create a ‘print file’ which 
can be printed at a later time - even 
on a different day, or a completely dif¬ 
ferent machine! I’ll leave you to think 
about that one until next month’s 
Beginners' Pages...

A1 500 USERS

or DFO:. This is fine for most machines which only have a 
single internal drive.

MAC INFO 

Please help: I am 14 and I have 
just chosen my options at school. 
One of them is Information 


Technology. I just wanted to know 
whether it was possible to convert 
a text file from the Amiga over to 
the Apple Mac Classic. If so, can 
you tell me what programs I will 
need and how to do it.

Dead easy. The first thing to do is 
to save your text file as ASCII on 
the Amiga. All Amiga WP pro¬ 
grams will do this. All Mac WP 
programs can read ASCII text. 

Then all you have to do is get 
the data from Amiga to Mac. You 
can either connect the two with a 
lead from the Mac Comms port to 
the Amiga’s serial port, run a 
comms package on each (Red 
Ryder is good on the Mac, Access! 
on the Amiga, both are PD and are 
available from leading PD libraries: 
look in the mag ads) and port the 
data over that way. 

An easier way is to utilise the 
fact that the Classic can read and 
write PC disks in its ‘Superdrive’ 
disk drive. Get the program 
CrossDOS for your Amiga (£30 
from Power, 0234 273000) and 
you can copy files to or from PC 
disks just as if they were Amiga 
disks. All you have to do is copy 
your text file onto a PC disk, sling 
the PC disk in the Mac while run¬ 
ning the Apple File Exchange 
program (supplied free with the 
Classic) and copy it onto the Mac. 


A LESSON 


I went to a recent computer show at Alexandra 
Palace intending to buy a copy of the game 
Warhead. After paying the expensive £6 entrance 
fee, I stepped into what seemed to be a very small hall compared 
with previous shows I’d visited. I could tell from the way a lot of the 
games stands dealt with the public that they had no real knowledge 
of what they were selling. 

Anyway, I managed to get hold of a copy of Warhead at a very 
good price. When I got home, I tried loading it only to find that it 
didn’t work. The show was only on for one day, I didn’t want to have 
to pay another £6 anyway and I didn’t get a receipt for the game. I 
feel very annoyed as I can’t do anything about it. 

The next day I tried a phone number I found in the manual, but 
all I got was an operator telling me there was a new number. I tried it 
and some woman with a French accent told me there was nothing 
she could do about it as there isn’t an Activision in the UK any more. 

I advise anyone not to bother buying cheap from shows unless 
the company is a well-known reputable establishment, so you can 
get some after-sales guarantees after the show’s finished. Oh, and 
get a receipt as well!
